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THE ARMY BILL. 

The bill for the reorganization of the Regular Army 
was reported from the conference committees to both 
the Senate and House Jan. 25, and no difficulty was 
anticipated in having both houses agree to the reports 
made by the conferees. On Jan. 18, after the Army and 
Navy Journal had gone to press, the Senate passed the 
bill, substantially in the form given in the Journal of Jan. 
19. On the part of the Senate, Senators Hawley, Proc- 
tor and Cockrell were appointed conferees, and on the 
part of the House, Representatives Hull, Brownlow and 
Hay were appointed. This conference committee has 
been holding daily sessions during the entire week, until 
on Jan. 23 an agreement was reached which changes 
the bill in many of its salient features from the form 
in which it passed the Senate, and in fact places the 
measure nearer to the original as proposed by the Sec- 
retary of War than it has been at any period since its 
lirst introduction in the House. 

The two most important amendments made by the 
conference committee to the Army bill as it passed the 
Senate relate to the organization of the Artillery and 
the provision for a detail staff. From a regimental 
organization as proposed by the Senate upon the recom- 
mendation of General Miles and other officers of the 
Army of known standing the bill as finally agreed upon 
contains the original House section for the corps organ- 
ization, with one amendment, that instead of having an 
“Inspector” of Artillery there will be a “Chief” of 
Artillery with the rank of colonel. } 

The House on its part receded in regard to the detail 
staff provisions, and the pet idea of the Secretary of 
War for a staff composed of officers detailed from the 
line for a period of four years has been adopted. As 
we print elsewhere the bill as agreed upon by the 
conference committee, it is mot necessary to go into the 
details of the amendments adopted by the six Senators 
and Representatives who settled the differences between 
the Senate and the House. 

As a whole this bill is by far the best measure which 
has yet been proposed for the reorganization of the 
Army, and with its final enactment into a 
law the difficulties of the War Department in regard 
to the Philippine Islands will come to an end 
in so far as the matter of troops is concerned. Although 
it has taken Congress an unnecessary length of time to 
pass the Army bill, we note with pleasure that as finally 
adopted the bill is superior to any of the various forms 
in which it has appeared during the course of its dis- 
cussion in Congress. The entire Army is revolutionized 
by the bill and placed upon a footing more commen- 
surate with the size and importance of this country. 
The bill is fair and impartial in every respect, and will 
immediately operate for the good of the personnel of 
the Service as well as for the Army as a unit. 





CHANGES IN ARTILLERY EQUIPMENT. 

The Army and Navy Journal has been insisting for 
many months that some radical and unusual changes 
will be made this winter in the present system of equip- 
ping and supplying with implements of warfare our 
eacoast fortifications. Although the bill making ap- 
propriation for the fortifications is not yet out of the 
louse Committee, and hence nothing definite can be 
aid as to what its provisions will be, we are assured 
that the Secretary of War and several officers of the 
Artillery of prominence are at work for the regeneration 
of the heavy artillery of this country along lines which 
will bring it up to the new and more approved standard 
reached by the countries of Europe. We again insist 
that there will soon be developments, either in Congress 
or at the War Department, which will surprise and 
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please even the most optimistic of artillery officers in- 
terested in this reform. 

During the past five or six months the agents of the 
War Department have been making a careful examina- 
tion of all the modern ordnance in use by the countries 
having recognized military standing in Burope. Re- 
ports of extreme interest to the Army, but necessarily 
of such a nature that it is of the utmost importance 
they be kept secret, have been received in Washington, 
and from them it is gleaned that this country is far 
behind the countries abroad in the matter of modern 
improved heavy and light artillery equipment. While 
we have been experimenting for the past ten years with 
comparatively antiquated mortars and guns of large 
calibre mounted on disappearing carriages, Europe has 
passed far to the front, and now her seacoasts are 
protected with guns of a rapid-firing type mounted on 
the pedestal mount with simply a steel shield for the 
protection of the gunner. Guns of this description, 
it is said by many ordnance experts, are as far superior 
to the mortar for seacoast defense as is the smooth 
bore inferior to the modern rifled gun. 

No one has realized the inferiority of this country in 
the matter of heavy ordnance for seacoast defense more 
than has the present Secretary of War. With the ad- 
vice of a majority of the members of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications, Mr. Root, it is said on 
excellent authority, is taking active steps to place this 
country on an equal footing with other nations in sea- 
coast defenses of the most approved and modern type. 
Just at the present time it is a little premature to state 
definitely what will be done this year, but that some 
thing of a reformatory nature will be accomplished we 
are assured, The first movement looking to the adop- 
tion of new types of guns for seacoast was taken on 
Jan. 19 by Secretary Root in approving the recommend- 
ation made by the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications 
for the construction of a six-inch rapid-fire gun, with 
pedestal mount and fitted with simply a steel shield for 
the gunner’s protection. The gun will be built by the 
Bethlehem Steel Works, and under the specification 
must have a muzzle velocity of 3,000 foot-seconds and 
be capable of being fired at the rate of not less than 
8,000 pounds a minute at 2,500 foot-seconds velocity. 
The distinctive feature of this gun will be the breech 
mechanism, patented by the Bethlehem company. The 
Navy Department recently purchased the right to use 
the breech mechanism of the Vickers people in England, 
the sum paid being $250,000. ‘T'‘he Bethlehem mechan- 
ism is supposed to be an improvement on the Vickers de- 
sign. Some recent tests made with the Vickers device, 
it is said, resulted in a gun being fired as many as 
ten times a minute. The guarantee in the case of the 
Bethlehem mechanism is eight rounds in the same pe- 
riod, and there is a hope, of course, that the Vickers 
achievement will be surpassed.

GENERAL MACARTHUR’S SARCASM. 

The charge that drunkenness prevails alarmingly in 
our Army in the Philippines has been effectually an- 
swered by the official despatch of General MacArthur 
replying to the inquiry of Major General Corbin. Of 
course, this allegation was the direct outgrowth of the 
anti-canteen agitation which has been used to screen all 
sorts of unjust reflections upon the morale of our sol- 
diers. General Corbin did a wise thing in putting him- 
self and others in a position where they could give 
effective answer to the slanderers of the Army, who 
never seem to be so perniciously active as when Con- 
gress is in session and there is a chance of something 
being done for the betterment of Army conditions. 

There is a fine bit of sarcasm, for those who are not 
too blind to see it, in the statement of General Mac- 
Arthur that there is no more drunkenness in the Philip- 
pine Army than can be found in garrisons in the United 
States. The point of that is, to those who understand 
the situation at Army posts, that the intoxication at 
home garrisons is no greater than that in the civil life 
of the locality, and therefore civilians would do well to 
cast the beam out of their own eye before looking for 
motes in the Army eye. 

To ask that our soldiers shall display a peculiar and 
special kind of virtue not exacted of and not practiced 
by the surrounding communities, is to demand of them 
more than is consonant with consistency but what en- 
tirely accords with much of the hypocrisy that is masked 
by the fervor of temperance zeal, and that shows itself 
in the action of men who will promptly vote to abolish 
the drinking place of the soldier while jealousy guard- 
ing their own right to drink all the liquor they want 
in their own clubs. It is a poor kind of merality that 
is enforced upon one class of a community while the 
other part goes exempt from any such obligation of high 
moral perfection. When the drinking bar is banished 
from the clubs and other places frequented by men of 
intelligence and culture, it will be time enough to look 
for similar yielding to total abstinence demands on the 
part of the soldiers of our Army. 








Our London contemporary, the “Engineer” well says 
that the most noteworthy, the most impressive, of the les- 
sons of the period are the character, the nature, and the 
importance of the work done by engineers—using this 
title in a very large sense. “That work has consisted, 
directly or indirectly, entirely in facilitating intercom- 
munication. The energy of the engineer has, if we may 
use the phrase, been wholly kinetic. He appears in- 
variably as the man who is making something move, 
or who is providing means to cause movement to take 
place. ‘The mechanical engineer gives us the locowe- 
tive and the train. The civil engineer gives us the road 


















on which they may run, The-road is the great civilizer. 
Just in measure as civilization extends, so does the de- 
mand for means of intercommunication. First came the 
highway. Next the canal. Then the railway. So much 
for the transfer of substance. The letter, transmitted 
by the runner or the horseman; then by the stage coach; 
lastly, by the railway train, represented the primitive 
method of transferring thought. Next came the tele- 
graph. That was followed by the telephone, which 
annihilates distance for audible speech. Last of all, for 
the moment, is the wireless telegraph. One step more, 
and the voice will be reproduced by Hertzian waves. 
We shall have the wireless telephone. We are within 
quite measurable distance of that consummation, But 
these and all other things like them have but the one 
purpose and object in view. Their sole function is to 
facilitate intercommunication. The steamship, the rail- 
way, the telegraph, all work to the same end. What 
that end is can best be realized by supposing that we 
are suddenly deprived of them.”

Charles A. L. Reed, M. D., President of the American 
Medical Association, in a letter appearing in the “Medi- 
cal News,” of Jan, 12, raises strong objection to the sec- 
tion of the Army bill relating to the Medical Corps, 
He says that it seriously disturbs the present status and 
efficiency of the Corps, and provides for a damaging 
and offensively invidious discrimination against it. The 
bill, he says, decreases the percentage composition of 
the Corps in the grades of colonel from 3.1 per cent. to 
2.4 per cent.; in the grade of lieutenant colonel from 
5.2 per cent. to 3.7 per cent., and in the grade of major 
from 26 per cent. to 18.6 per cent. It increases the 
percentage composition of the Corps in the grade of 
assistant surgeon with the ranks of captain and Ist 
lieutenant from 65 per cent. to 74.7 per cent. Under 
the existing law, it requires more than eighteen years 
to reach the grade of surgeon with the rank of major, 
while under the proposed law it will require at least 
twenty-five years to reach the same grade and rank. 
Dr. Reed urges every member of the medical profession 
to send at once to his Senator and Congressman an em- 
phatic protest against the proposed provisions in Senate 
bill 4300 relative to the Medical Corps of the Army.

A Pekin correspondent, Mr. W. F. Mannix, writes us: 
“It is safe to say that no soldier, officer or enlisted 
man who bas served his country in China will ever 
contribute one farthing in the interests of missionary 
work outside the United States, even if he never did 
before. The Army and the missionary are very much 
at odds. There are several reasons for this. The sol- 
dier blames the missionary for all the trouble he has 
had; the missionary says the soldier is undoing all the 
good work he has done. The soldier maintains that the 
missionary is ungrateful and does not thank him for 
saving his life; the missionary believes a little of the 
Gospel would not hurt the soldier. The soldier thinks 
the missionary should try it in the Army a while, and 
learn that fighting and talking are quite different; the 
missionary retorts that it is just as bad to be frightened 
to death as shot with cannon balls. And thus the 
merry war in China keeps on.”

Discussing the organization in the Philippines of a 
system of police protection which will gradually displace 
the American soldier in the prin¢ipal cities and towns of 
Luzon, Secretary Root said recently that he supposed 
the police departments would be organized to an extent 
warranted by the insular funds on hand to meet the 
expense, Each municipality will have control of the ex- 
penditure of its revenues for this purpose, and will have 
a police department equal to the ability of the municipal 
government to pay for it. Every inducement within the 
law will be offered Volunteer troops in the Philippines 
to get them either to re-enlist in the Regular service or 
accept appointments as policemen. Reports from Gen- 
eral MacArthur show that a number of manicipalities 
are anxious for protection from the insurgents and are 
willing to have their municipal funds used for the pur- 
pose of paying a police force to give them this protection,

THE ARMY BILL. 

The Army bill as agreed to in conference and as re- 
ported to the Senate and House is as follows: 

An Act to increase the efficiency of the permanent 
military establishment of the United States: 

Be it enacted, etc., That from and after the approval 
of this act the Army of the United States, including the 
existing organizations, shall consist of 15 regiments of 
cavalry, a corps of artillery, 30 regiments of infaatry, 
1 Meutenant general, 6 major generals, 15 brigadier 
generais, an Adjutant General’s Department, an Inspector 
General's Department, a Judge Advocate General's 
Department, a Quartermaster’s Department, a Subsis- 
tence Department, a Medical Department, a Pay De- 
partment, a Corps of Engineers, an Ordnance Depart- 
ment, a Signal Corps, the officers of the Record and Pen- 
sion Office, the Chaplains, the officers and enlisted men 
ot the Army on the retired list, the professors, cor 
of cadets, the Army detachments and band at the 

Unitea states Miutary Acagemy, indian scouts, as now 
authorized by law, and such other officers and enlisted 
men as may hereinatter be provided tor: Provided, That 
when a vacancy shali occur through death, retirement, 
or other separation trom active service in the office of 
storekeeper, now provided tor by law in the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department and Ordnance Department, respectively, 
said office shail cease to exist. 

Sec. 2. That each regiment of cavalry shall consist of 1 
coionel, 1 sieutenant coionel, 3 majors, 15 captains, 
first Meutenants, and 16 second lieutenants, 2 veterina- 
rians, 1 sergeant major, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 1 com- 
missary sergeant, 3 squadron sergeants major, 1 coior 

sergeant with rank, pay and aliowances of squadron 
sergeant major, 1 band and 12 troops organized into 3 
squadrons o1 4 troops each. Of: the officers herein pro- 
vided, the captains and lieutenants not required for duty 
with the troops shail be availiable for detail as regi- 
mental and squadron staff officers and such other detaiis 
as may be authorized by law or reguiations. Squadron ad- 
jutants shall receive $1,800 per annum and the allowances 
of first lieutenants; squadron quartermasters and com- 
missaries shall receive $1,000 per annum and the allow- 
ances of second lieutenants. Lach cavairy band shall be 
organized as now provided by law. Each troop of cav- 
airy shail consist of 1 captain, 1 first heutenant, 1 second 
lieutenant, 1 first sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 6 
sergeants, 6 corporais, 2 cooks, 2 tarriers and black- 
smiths, 1 saddier, 1 waggoner, 2 trumpeters, and 43 pri- 
vates; the commissioned officers to be assigned from 
among those hereinbetore authorized; Provided, That the 
President, in his discretion, may increase the number of 
corporais in any troop of cavairy to % and the number 
of privates to 76, but the total number of enlisted men 
authorized for the whole Army shaii not at any time be 
exceeded. 

bec. 6. That the regimental organization of the artil! 
arm of the United States Army is hereby discontinued, 
and that arm is constituted and designated as the Artii- 
lery Corps. It shall be organized as nereinafter specified 
and shall belong to the iine of the Army. 

Sec. 4. That the Artillery Corps shail comprise two 
branches—the coast artillery and the field artillery. The 
coast artilery is defined as that portion charged with the 
care and use of the fixed and movabie eiements or land 
and coast fortifications, including the submarine mine 
and torpedo defenses; and the field artillery as that por- 
tion accompanying an army in the field, and including 
field and light artillery proper,, horse artillery, siege 
artillery, mountain artillery, and also machine-gun bat- 
terier: Provided, That this shall not be construed to 
limit the authority of the Secretary of War to order 
coast artillery to any duty which the public service de- 
mands or to prevent the use of machine or other field 
guns by any other arm of the Service under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 5. That all officers o: artillery shall be placed on 
one list, in se to promotion, according to seniority 
in their several grades, and shall be assigned to coast 
or to field artillery according to their special aptitude 
for the respective services. 

Sec. 6. That the Artillery Corps shall consist of a chief 
of artillery, who shall be selected and detailed by the 
President trom the colonels of artillery, to serve ou the 
staff of the general officer commanding the Army, and 
whose duties shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War; 
fourteen colonels, one of whom shall be the chief of the 
artHlery; thirteen lieutenant colonels, thirty-nine ma- 
jors, one hundred and ninety-five captains, one hundred 
and ninety-five first lieutenants, one hundred and 
ninety-five second lieutenants, and the captains and 
lieutenants provided for in this section not required for 
duty with batteries or companies shall be available for 
duty as staff officers of the various vot nw yd garrisons 
and such other details as may be authorized by law and 
regulations; twenty-one sergeants major, with the rank. 

vay, and allowances of regimental sergeant majors of 
nfantry; twenty-seven sergeants major with the rank, 

ay, and allowances of battalion sergeants major of 
nfantry; one electrician sergeant to each coast artillery 
posi having electrical appliances; thirty batteries of field 
artillery, one hundred and twenty-six batteries of coast 
artillery, and ten bands organiz as now authorized by 
law for artillery regiments: Provided, That the aggre- 
gate number of enlisted men for the artillery, as pro- 
vided under this Act, shall not exceed eighteen thousand 
nine enone and twenty, exclusive of electrician ser- 
geants. 

Sec. 7. That each company of coast artillery shall be 
organized as is now prescribed by law for a battery of 
artillery: Provided, That the enlisted strength of any 
company may be fixed. under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of War, according to the requirements of the 
Service to which it may be assigned: And provided, 
That first-class gunners shall receive two dollars a 
month, and second-class gunners one dollar per month 
in addition to their pay. 

Sec. 8 That each battery of field artillery shall be 
organized as.is now prescribed by law, and the enlisted 
streneth thereof shall be fixed under the direction of the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 9 That the increase herein provided for the 
artillery shall be made as follows: Not less than 
twenty per centum before July 1, 1901, and not less than 
twenty eer centum each succeeding twelve months until 
the total number provided for shall have been attained. 
All vacancies created or caused by this act shall be 
filled by promotion according to seniority in the artillery 
arm. Second lieutenants of infantry or cavalry may, in 
the discretion of the President, be transferred to the 
artillery arm, taking rank therein according to date 
of commission, and such transfers shall be subject to 
approval by a board of artille officers appointed to 
pass upon the capacity of such officers for artillery 
service; Provided,- That the increase of officers of artil- 
lery shall be only in proportion to the increase of men. 

Sec. 10. That each regiment of infantry shall consist of 
1 colonel, 1 Heutenant colonel, 3 majors, 15 captains, 15 
first lieutenants, 15 second lieutenants, 1 sergeant major, 
1 quartermaster sergeant, 1 commissary sergeant, 3 
battalion sergeants major, 2 color sergeants with rank, 
pay and allowances of battalion sergeants major, 1 band, 
and 12 companies, organized into three battalions of 4 
companies each. 

Of the officers herein provided the captains and leu- 
tenants not required for duty with the companies shall 
be available for detail as regimental and battalion staff 
officers, and such other details as may be authorized by 
law or regulations. 

Battalion adjutants shall receive $1,800 per annum and 
the allowances of Ist HNeutenants. mounted; hattalion 
suartermasters and commissaries shall receive $1,600 per 
annumand the allowances of second lieutenants, mounted. 
Each infantry band shall be organized as now provided 
by law. Each infantry company shall consist of 1 cap- 
tain, 1 first lieutenant, 1 second HMeutenant, 1 first ser- 
geant. 1 quartermaster sergeant, sergeants, 6 cor- 


rails, 2 cooks, 2 musicians, 1 artificer, and 48 privates, 
he c»mmissioned officers to be assigned from thore 
hereinbefore authorized: Provided, That the President, in 
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number of sergeants in any com y of engineers to 12, 
the number of corporals to 18, the number of first-class 
privates to 64, and the number of second-class privates 
to 64; but the total number of enlisted men authorized 
for the whole Army shall not at any time be exceeded; 
and Provided, That officers detailed trom the Corps of 
Engineers to serve as battalion adjutants, battulion 
quatermasters and commissaries shall, while so serving, 
receive the pay and allowances herein authorized for 
battalion staff officers of infantry regiments. 

Sec. 12. That the President is authorized to appoint, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, chaplains 
in the Army, at the rate of 1 for each regiment of cavalry, 
and infantry in the U. 8S. Service, and 12 for the corps of 
artillery with the rank, y and allowances of taptains 
of infantry; Provided, hat no } aay shall be ap- 
pointed a chaplain in the Regular y who shall have 
passed the age of 40 years, nor until he shall have es- 
tablished his fitness as required = existing law; And 
provided, That the office of post chaplain is abolished, 
and the officers now holding commissions as chaplains, 
or who may hereafter be appointed chaplains, shall 
be assigned to regiments or to the corps of artillery. 

Chaplains may assigned to such station as the Sec- 
retary of War shall direct, and they may be transferred, 
as chaplains, from one branch of the Service or from 
one regiment to another by the Secretary of War with- 
out further commission. When serving in the field, chap- 
lains shall be furnished with nec means of trans- 
portation 4 the Quartermaster’s Department. 

Sec. 13. That the Adjutant General’s Department shall 
consist of one adjutant general with the rank of major 
general during the active service of the present Incumbent 
of the office and with the rank of brigadier genera! there- 
after, five assistant adjutants general with the rank of 
colonel, seven assistant adjutants general with the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, and fifteen assistant adjutants 
general with the rank of major; Provided, That all 
vacancies created or caused by this section shall, as far 
as possible, be filled by promotion according to seniority 
of officers of the Adjutant General's Department. 

Sec. 14. That the Inspector General’s Department shall 
consist of 1 Inspector General with the rank of briga- 
dier general, 4 Inspectors General with the rank of 
colonel, four Inspectors General with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, and eight inspectors general with 
the rank of major; Provided, That all vacancies created 
or caused by this section shall be filled, as far as 
possible, by promotion according to seniority of officers 
of the Ins tor General’s Department. 

Sec. 15. That the Judge Advocate General’s Department 
shall consist of 1 Judge Advocate General with the rank 
of brigadier general, 2 judge advocates with the rank of 
colonel, 3 judge advocates with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, 6 judge advocates with the rank of major, and 
for each geographical department or tactical division 
of troops not crowees with a judge advocate from the list 
of officers holding permanent commissions in the Judge 
Advocate-General’s Department 1 acting judge advocate 
with the rank, pay and allowances of captain, mounted. 
Promotions to vacancies above the grade of major, 
created or caused by this act, shall be made according to 
seniority, from officers now holding commissions in the 
— Advocate General's Department. Vacancies cre- 
ated or caused by this act in the grade of major may be 
filled by appointment of officers holding commissions 
as judge advocate of volunteers since April 21, 1898. 
Vacancies which may occur thereafter in the grade of 
major in the Judge Advocate General's Department shall 
be filled by the appointment of officers of the line or of 
persons who have satisfactorily served as judge advo- 
cates of volunteers since April 21, 1898, or of persons 
from civil life not over 35 years of age. Acting Judge 
advocates provided for herein shall detailed from 
officers of the grades of captain or first lieutenant 
of the line of the Army who while so serving shall con- 
tinue to hold their commissions in the arm of the Service 
to which they permanently belong. Upon completion of a 
tour of duty not exceeding four years they shall be re 
turned to the arm in which commissioned, and shall 
not be again detailed until they shall have completed 
two years’ duty with the arm of the Service in w.dch 
commissioned. 

Sec. 16. That the Quartermaster’s Department shall con- 
sist of 1 Quartermaster General with the rank of briga- 
dier general, 6 quartermasters with the rank of colonel, 
9 quartermasters with the rank of lieutenant colonel, 20 
quartermasters with the rank of major, quarter- 
masters with the rank of captain, mounted; And pro- 
vided, That the Secretaary of War may retain in the 
Service so long as may be necessary 2 quartermasters of 
volunteers with the rank of captain; the military store- 
keeper now provided for by law, and 150 post quarter- 
master sergeants; Provided, That all vacancies in the 
grade of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major created 
or caused by this section shall be filled by promotion 
according to seniority, as now prescribed by law. That 
to fill original vacancies in the grade of captain created

Lieut. John Morrison, Jr., 4th Cav., who was killed 
near Gapan, Philippine Islands, Jan. 18, 1901, was born 
in Iowa and appointed a cadet, U. 8S. M. A., June 17, 
1891; was appointed 2d lieutenant, 3d Cav., Sept. 9, 
1896; 1st lieutenant, Ist Cav., Dec. 13, 1899; transferred 
to 4th Cav. Feb. 23, 1900, and joined his regiment Sept. 
30, 1896, and served with it in New Mexico to Oct. 8, 
1896; at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., to April 19, 1898; 
in Georgia and Florida to June, 1898, and in the cam- 
paign against Santiago and in Cuba to Aug. 7, 1898; at 
Camp Wikoff, L. L, N. Y., to Aug. 30, 1898; on sick 
leave to Oct. 29, 1898; with regiment at Fort Ethan 
Allen, Vt., to April, 1899; at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., 
to Aug. 8, 1899; en route to and in Philippine Isiands 
to Jan. 18, 1901, when he was killed near Gapan. 

Gen. John P. Shanks, who commanded a Federal 
brigade at the battle of Bull Run, and who for years 
vas prominent in Indiana politics, died at Portland, 
Ind., Jan. 23. General Shanks served ten years in Con- 
gress, and for two terms was chairman of the Committee 
m Indian Affairs. He was born in Virginia in 1826. 

Col. P. H. Lybrook, Paymaster General, of North 
Carolina, died on Jan. 4, 1901. Colonel Lybrook was a 
native of Virginia, and descended from distinguished 
ancestry.

American War.

M. Stuart, 11th U. 8S. Vol. Cav., took place at Evergreen

DEBATE ON THE ARMY BILL. 


We make some further extracts from the debate in 
the Senate on the Army bill. 

Mr. Proctor: “I have tried to make it very plain that 
the minimum of 54,000 would be needed at all times, in 
times of peace. I stated the needs of Alaska, which had 
never existed until within a few months and were liable 
to be increased. A regiment is there now. With 
Hawaii, Porto Rico and the increase of the artillery, 
I said 54,000 as a minimum was the least that vould 
safely be authorized.” 

Mr. Burrows: “The Secretary of War and the Presi- 
dent of the United States recommend and estimate a 
force of 18,420 men for coast defenses and posts, and 
it will require 26,000 men to man our posts. There 


are 105 of them throughout the country, and they say 
that number is needed for that purpose.” 

Mr. McComas: “Mr. President, if you are to train 
an army, as against three years or four years in a mili- 
tary schoo! plus ten or fifteen years in a bureau or an 
Army post, where only a company could ordinarily, 
under our skeleton of an Army, be gotten together, 
when a war would come, against the training in the 
bureau, the narrow life and company drill at a post of 
oflicers highly trained but never given the chance to 
control a regiment or brigade in evolution—against that 
training of the bureau and the Army post 1 would put 
the training of three years in war and in battle. LKvery 
nation would do the same, every government would do 
the same, because experience shows that three years 
of war is the best training to make experienced and 
admirable soldiers and officers. It is a narrow policy, 
if out of the selections of the fightings, if out of the 
siftings of the experience and ability in the transport 
service, in the Commissary Department, you do not 
gather those men of especial ability who with three 
years’ training in the field and under the flag have an- 
ticipated twenty years of bureau and post and qonet 
narrow service. ‘Taking the best of them you will not 
crowd the Army under this very bill as it is framed; 
rou lift the whole Army upward and you leave in the 
ower ranks about 920 lieutenants, as I understand it, 
who will be volunteers. 

“Keep some of these men until those young men 
better trained may grow up to fill their places. Let 
them have a West Point training; but, above all, do mot 
lose what by blood and treasure and expenditure of three 
years you have had the chance involuntarily to gain— 
a trained business service in the Quartermaster and the 
Commissary and the Pay Departments of the Army— 
and give some leeway to these volunteers in the In- 
spector’s and the Adjutant General’s corps. Above all, 
give a chance to the Spanish and Philippine Volunteers 
for commissions in the line.” 

Mr. Penrose: “I believe in the principle that the grad- 
nates at West Point and the officers of the Regular 
Army should constitute the great body of the officers of 
our Army. Particularly is this true in time of war. But 
at the same time I have not always felt that the gradu- 
ate at West Point, particularly in the administration of 
his civil duties, always shows the best discretion or the 
best equipment. I believe that an infusion of officers 
taken from civil life, with some degree of military ex- 
perience, would be beneficial for the Army. I consider 
that the men who left the profession of law or mer- 
cantile pursuits to spend three years in the prime of 
their life in the Philippine Isla are entitled in many 
respects to far greater recognition than those officers 
of the Regular fa who have been educated by the 
Government and will be taken care of by the Govern- 
ment until the day of their death.” 2 

Mr. Perkins said concerning the proposed amendment 
to prohibit the introduction of liquor into the Philip- 
pines: “There are 1, inhabited islands in the archi- 
pelago known as the Philippine Islands. You are sur- 
rounded by Java, Sumatra, Hong Kong and other 
possessions, and you will start a business 
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ticable. Let us not by any law that we may pass 
offer a premium to men to come in and violate 
statute, for that is what it will result in as sure as 
light shines upon us to-day.” 

r. Elkins: “In the hrs ce, I think it is a 
opportune time to begin to legislate in regard to 
Philippines pending the war in the archipelago and uy 
it has terminated. 1 think that the powers vested 
the Taft commission, which is a wise and able one, and 
in the President of the United States under the military 
power given to him under the Constitution, are a 
sufficient to regulate this question and all others uu 
the war ceases,” 

Mr. Proctor: “In rega 
masters, I wish to call the attention of the Senate to 
the fact that there are 25 regiments of volunteers going 
out of service and that there are only 15 added to re- 
place them, and 5 of those are artillery that will be 
stationed al seacoast here in this country, so 
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that the trouble of paying them will be 
There has been no serious trouble with the number of 
officers in the Pay Department. The nt Paymaster 
General was for a long time after the war serving as 
military attache at the Court of St. James, and it there 
had been a pressing need for the services of every officer 
he would doubtless have been brought home. ‘There is 
another fact that I know very well—that the head of 
the Pay Depatment proposed ‘not long ago that there 
should be turned over to his department other work— 
the disbursing for the Quartermaster and Commissary 
Departments. He has himself argued it to me as a 
desirable thing to do, One ground of his argument was 
that the Pay Department had a good deal of spare time, 
that their work was brought up every month, and they 
could just as well as not do this additional work. There 
is no question, Mr, President, but what the Pay De- 
partment is well provided for by this bill.”

One of the most scathing arraignments of the so-called 
temperance reformers who are agitating against the

f the sale of liquor is forbidden in military posts 
throughout the country, every post or Army camp will 
be surrounded by the lowest and most vicious class of 
saloons.

They are 
saloons that are set up on the borders of military posts, 
which are frequented by abandoned women of the lowest 
type, and where the vilest liquors are sold. They com- 
pletely surround the military posts on the frontier and 
sap the very life and strength of the men, without giving 
pa eee. a 

“Every Army officer who has had any experience wi 
these hog ranches knows to what entuteeal of a 
tion they draw the soldiers, Nightly carousals of the 
most disgraceful kind ensue. The men get too drunk to 
return to their posts. They become diseased and other- 
wise unfit for duty, and the military authorities are 
»owerless to prevent it. Stationed just outside the

ajor Ruhlen then gives a picture in pleasi 

trast of the conditions at an hrby canteen The Lajor 
was formerly stationed at Honolulu, and his experience 
there leads him to say this: “We had a practical appli- 
cation of the Army canteen at Honolulu. The post was 
located four or five miles from the city. Before it was 
established the men on leave would go to the city or to 
the surrounding hog ranches and fill up with the vilest 
concoctions. They would get too drunk to return at the 
expiration of their leave, and the guard house would be 
filled with men who were punished for being drunk or 
for being absent from duty without leave. ,# soon as 
the canteen was established the men were sgtisfied to 
take their beer at the post, and the hog ranches were 
quickly killed by the most effective means—lack of 
patronage.”

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FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


Both branches of Congress on Jan. 22 passed resolu- 
tions deploring the death of Queen Victoria and express- 
ing sympathy with her people in the loss of their be- 
loved sovereign. The House adjourned as a further 
mark of respect. 

The Senate has passed S. 2936, authorizing the ap- 
pointment of James A. Hutton to a captaincy of in- 


fantry in the Army at the foot of the list of captains of 
infantry, which is mecreased to that extent until a 
vacancy shall oecur. The bill carries no back pay. 
Senator Stewart stated that since Captain Hutton went 
out of the Army on July 31, 1894, he has served sn Cuba 
and in the Philippines, and has the highest recommenda- 
tion of all the officers under whom he served, and of the 
citizens where he lives in California, and of the entire 
California delegation. The- bill was reported unani- 
mously from the Military Committee, who have had it 
under consideration for a year, taking further testi- 
mony. 

The Senate has passed a resolution authorizing the 
Committee on the Library to accept, on behalf of the 
Senate, and cause to be aneny faces in the Senate 
wing of the Capitol, the historical painting known as 
‘The Battle of Fort Moultrie,” executed by John Blake 
White in 1815, and presented to the Senate by Dr. Oc- 
tavius A. White, of New York City, in a communica- 
tion to Hon. Benjamin R. Tillman dated Jan. 12, 1901. 
The thanks of the Senate are tendered to the donor. 

The Senate has agreed to the following resolution: 
That the Secretary of War be directed to furnish the 
Senate with copies of the report of General MacArthur 
and the accompanying reports of military officers per- 
forming educational work on the subject of education in 
the Philippine Islands, 

Mr. Platt has submitted to the Senate an amendment 
fixing the salaries of the civilian professors at the Naval 
Academy, intended to be proposed by him to the Naval 
Appropriation bill. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs have reported 
without amendment 8S. 4687, for the relief of Richard 
H. Townley, a lieutenant (junior grade) on the retired 
list of the Navy; also S. 5238, authorizing the Secretary 
of the Navy to contract for the care, maintenance and 
treatment of the insane of the Navy and Marine Corps 
on the Pacific coast at any asylum in the State of 
California. 

Mr. Vest submitted to the Senate on Jan. 19 the fol- 
lowing intended amendment to H. R. 12846, making 
appropriations for the support of the Military Academy 
for the year ending June 30, 1902. viz: Insert the fol- 
lowing: The officers in charge of the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy shall make and enforce such rules and 
regulations as will prevent the practice of hazing, and 
any cadet found guilty of yin ey in such practice 
shall be expelled from the Academy and shail not be 
reappointed to the corps of cadets therein. 

In the Senate on Jan. 21 Mr. Gallinger said: ‘In the 
debate on the Army bill on Friday last, I believe I 
made the statement upon what I considered to be good 
authority, that licenses in Manila were issued by an 
officer of the Army whose residence was in California. 
I meartt General Otis. General Otis telegraphs me as 


follows: 
“ ‘Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 19, 1901. 

“ ‘Am constrained to remind you that I am not the 
man. I never granted or had power to grant a single 
liquor license in Manila. Only connection I ever had 
with a like matter was to act officially twenty years 
ago in enforcing Government restrictions against im- 
portation of liquor and firearms into Alaska.’ 

““As I haye just said, I made the statement upon what 
I considered to be the highest possible authority, which 
I will not name, and I simply desire to express regret 
that I inadvertently attributed a matter to General Otis 
which he disclaims.” 

Mr. Penrose and Mr. Martin have been appointed 
members of the Board of Visitors on the part of the 
Senate to attend the next annual examination of cadets 
at the Naval Academy at Annapolis, Md. 

The House on Jan. 21 passed a bill, S. 3252, to estab- 
lish a branch Soldiers’ Home at or near Johnson City, 
Tenn., at an expenditure of $250,000. The final clause 
incorporated in this bill is a general one, and 
is as follows: ‘See. 5. That all honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors who served in the War of the Re- 
bellion and the Spanish-American War, and the pro- 
visional Army and the Volunteer soldiers and sailors of 
the War of 1812 and of the Mexican War, who are dis- 
abled by age, disease, or otherwise, and by reason of 
such disability are incapable of earning a living, shall be 
admitted into the Home for Disabled Volunteer Sol- 
diers.”’ 

The House has passed, the Senate agreeing to its 
amendments, the bill (S. 2245) directing the issue of a 
duplicate of a lost check, drawn by William H. Com- 
egys, major and paymaster, U. S. A., in favor of George 
P. White: also H. R. 9315, directing the issue of dupli- 
cate of lost check drawn by C. C. Sniffen, major, U 
A., in favor of Fourth National Bank, New York City; 
and H. R. 9762, directing the issue of duplicate lost 
check drawn by E. B. Agwood, lieutenant colonel and 
deputy quartermaster general, U A., in favor of 
Alfred C. Cass; also H. R. 4728, providing for leaves 
of absence of 15 days each year to employees of the 
navy yards, gun factories, naval stations, and arsenals 
of the Government, without forfeiture of pay, heads of 
divisions to have discretion as to the time when the 
leave can best be allowed, and absence on account of 
sickness to be deducted. 

The Naval Affairs Committee of the House decided 
on Jan. 15, by a vote of 8 to 5 not to recommend an 
appropriation for building more Holland submarine 
boats. In the hearing preceding this action Rear Ad- 
mirals O'Neill, Melville and Bradford all testified against 
the boat. 

Secretary Long has prepared the draft of a bill pro- 
viding for the promotion of boatswains and gunners to 
the grade of ensign, and in a letter on the subject to 
Chairman Foss of the House Naval Committee he says 
that such legislation would have a tendency to popu- 
larize the service in affording enlisted men a chance to 
secure reward. Mr. Long suggests also that the Naval 
Appropriation bill be amended so as to provide that va- 
eancies in the grade of ensign, left unfilled by appoint- 
ments from the Naval Academy, be filled by boatswains 
and gunners, the appointments in each year to be limited 
to six. 

The house Committee on Military Affairs recommends 
the passage of S. 3054, for the relief of assistant sur- 
geons with the rank of captain in the Volunteer regi- 
ments. This bill, which was passed by the Senate June 
fh, 1900, amends section 12 of “An act for increasing the 
efficiency of the Army,” approved March 2, 1 ; under 


this section three medical officers were commissioned for 
each volunteer regiment, one with the rank of major, 
one with the rank of captain, and one with the rank of 
first lientenant, but the evident intent of this section 
was thwarted by what Surgeon General Sternberg, in a 
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letter to the Secretary of War. terme a “remarkable 
decision” of the Comptroller of the Treasury, under 
which the medical officer commissioned by the Presi- 
dent as a captain can only receive the pay of a first 
lieutenant in the Medical artment. dover Root 
in endorsing the proposed amendment says that the con- 
struction put upon section 12 was not what was intended 
by the Department in asking for the organization of the 
olunteer regiments in the shape in which the bill 
passed, and adds that these regiments are now getting 
ready to come home for muster out, and this matter 
should be settled at once in order that the muster rolls 
may be completed and these officers not deprived of their 
rights by a technical ruling of the Treasury Department. 
_The Committee on Rules of the House of Representa- 
tives, to whom was referred the recent House resolution 
relative to the consideration in the near future of the 
bill for the reorganization of the revenue cutter service, 
has re as follows: “Resolved, That immediate] 
after t » Ny yeony of the consideration of the bill (H. 


R. 134 tp revise and codify the laws relating to the 
Post-office Mepartment and postal service, and for other 
urposes, the motion to go into Committee of the Whole 


ouse on the state of the Union to consider the bill (H.

The Secretary of War has forwarded to the House, 
with favorable recommendation, the papers in the case 
of Lieut. J. S. B. Schindel, 6th Inf., asking that he be 
reimbursed to the amount of $77.13 for subsistence funds 
stolen from the commissary storehouse at Bacolod, P. 
I., in July, 1900, by unknown parties, and for which 
Lieutenant Schindel was responsible.

8S. R. 134: Joint resolution relating to leaves of absence 
granted officers of the Army. 

S. R. 152.—Mr. Depew: Joint resolution in relation

8S. 5,667.—Mr. Wolcott: To restore to the active list of 
the Navy the name of James G. Field, Assistant Surgeon, 
UL. 8. N., retired. 

8. 5671.—Mr. Morgan: To organize the National Ob- 
servatory of the United States. That the U. 8. Naval 
Observatory shall hereafter be known as the National 
Observatory of the United States, and shall be governed 
by a Director thereof, who shall report directly to and be 
under the supervision of the Secretary of the Navy. 
Sec. 2. That the Director of the National Observatory 
shall be an eminent astronomer, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent ot the Senate, 
at a salary of $5,000 per annum, and shall be selected from 
the astronomers of the National Academy of Science 
unless, in the judgment of the President, an American 
astronomer of higher scientific and executive qualifica- 
tions shall be found. Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the 
Navy may detail for duty as astronomers at the National 
Observatory such professors of mathematics and other 
officers of the Navy as he shall deem necessary in the 
interests of the public service; but on and after the pas- 
sage of this act no appointments shall be made of such 
professors unless required tor service at the Naval Acad- 
emy. Sec. 4. That there shail be a Board of Visitors of 
the National Observatory, to consist of one Senator, one 
member of the House of Representatives, and three as- 
tronomers of eminence, to be selected by the Secretury of 
the Navy. The Board of Visitors shali make an annual 
visitation, or more frequent visitations, of the Observa- 
tory, advise with the Director thereof as to the scientific 
work to be prosecuted, and report to the Secretary of the 
Navy on the work and needs of the Observatory on or 
before the first day of November in each year. The mem- 
bers of the said board may receive an allowance nor ex- 
ceeding $10 per day each during their actual presence 
in the city of Washington while engaged on the duty of 
the board and their necessary traveling expenses, but 
no officer of the Government appointed on the board 
shall receive any additional compensation for such duty 
above his actual expenses. 

8S. 5696.—Mr. Lodge: To prevent the sale of firearms, 
opie and intoxicating liquors in certain islands of the 
lacific. 

H. R. 13,366.—Mr. Elliott: To authorize the President 
to nominate as captain in the United States Army, on 
the retired list, a major of the ist U. 8S. Volunteer Cav- 
alry (Rough Riders), Spanish-American war, who was 
promoted as such for gailantry in action. It is provided 
that the officer so nominated shall be a graduate of 
West Point and that he has served in the Regular Army 
as a non-commissioned officer for a period not less than 
six years on the frontier in the cavalry service. 

H. R. 13,701.—Mr. Gardner: That hereafter whenever 
an officer of less rank than captain is detailed as Super- 
intendent of the Naval Academy he shall, while serving 
as such, have the rank and highest pay of a captain in 
the Navy. Sec. 2. That hereafter whenever an officer of 
less rank than commander is detailed for duty as com- 
mandant of cadets at the Naval Academy he shall, while 
serving as such, have the rank and highest pay of a 
commander in the Navy. 

H. R. 13,708.—Mr. McDermott: To amend an act entitled 
“An act to amend the pension laws by increasing the 
pensions of soldiers and sailors who have lost an arm 
or led in the service,”” approved Aug. 4, 1886, by extending 
the provisions thereof to soldiers and sailors who are 
otherwise so disabled as to render their incapacity to 
perform manual labor equivalent to the disabilities there- 
in provided for. 

H. R. 13,739.—Mr. Hitt: To authorize Dr. Eugene Was- 
din, Marine Hospital Service, and Dr. H. Geddings, 
Marine Hospital Service, to accept testimonials from the 
Government of Italy—to the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

H. R. 13,7464.—Mr. Spalding: Authorizing the restoratioi* 
of the name of Thomas H. Carpenter, late Captain, 17th 
U. 8S. Inf., to the rolls of the Army, and providing that. 
he be placed on the list of retired officers in the grade 
he would have attained had he remained in the service. 
Rank and pay to begin from date of this act.

Speiden is among the very few oificers now living who 
were with Commodore Matthew C. Perry at the time of 
the treaty with Japan, 1853 and 1854. : 

The Mississippi was one of the last of the side wheei 
steamers built for the U. 3. ake G Her history was 
a most interesting one. We recall her as the Flag Ship 
of Commodore M. ©. Perry curing the Mexican War, 
and the part she took in the capture of Vera Cruz 
and other places, and wen Commodore Perry was 
selected by sident Fillmore to take command of the 
expedition to Japan the Commwdore selected his old ship 
to bear his broad pennant. Commodore Perry was 
appointed Envoy Extraordivary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of the United States to Japan and the old 
Mississippi was the centrul figure in that, the most 
interesting expedition that was ever sent abroad by 
the U. 8S. Government. 

A movement now on foot ‘n Japan by the large ani 
powertyl society of “America’s Friends,” of which 

aron Kancks, one of the Cabinet, is president, aud 
other influential Japanese, to provide a monument at 
Kanaga-wa, Japan, to commemorate Perry’s landing 
there in July, 1853. Admiral Beardslee, who was in the 
expedition and was in Japan in November last, is very 
much interested in the project. 


THE CADETS’ HAZING PLEDGE. 


The re-affirmation of the pledge to abolish hazing 
which we print below is a fortunate solution of a prob- 
lem which has been agitating civilians a great deal more 
than it has those who are acquainted with Army life. 
The action of the cadets shows that they have accepted 
the advice which we extended in a recent editorial, and 
have of their own initiative put a stop to practices which, 
however harmless in themselves, have given a wrong 
impression to the public, and in that respect were pre- 
juaicial to the best interests of the Academy, which 
being so conspicuous a feature in American life should, 
like Caesar’s wife, be above suspicion. It is mteresting 
to note that the Academy has in nowise suffered from the 
charge that the death of a former cadet could be laid at 
its doors, since both investigations have exonerated it 
from any connection with the death of the unhappy 
eadet, who tried to shield the institution during his life 
and who, if he had known of the purpose, wonld, no 
doubt, have protested against using his death as a 
weapon with which to injure the Academy. 

This is the form of the pledge taken by the cadets: 

West Point, N. Y., Jan. 19, 1901. 
To the Superintendent of the U. S. Military Academy. 

Sir:—Having become cognizant of the manner in which 
the system of hazing, as practised at the Military Aca- 
demy is regarded by the people of the United States, 
we, the cadets of the United States Military Academy, 
while maintaining that we have pursued our system 
from the best motives, yet realizing that the deliberate 
judgment of the people should, in a country like ours, 
be above all other considerations, do now re-affirm our 
former action abolishing the exercising of 4th Classmen, 
and do further agree to discontinue hazing, the requiring 
of 4th Classmen to eat anything against their desire, 
and the practice of “calling out” 4th Classmen by class 
action, and that we will not devise other similar prac- 
tices to replace those abandoned. 

Respectfully submitted, 

For the 1st Class, W. Reese Bettison, President Class

Colonel Dick of the Congressional Committee made 
this address to the class representatives who were called 
before the Committee, apropos of the anti-hazing pledge: 

“This action taken by the corps now at the National 
Military Academy will be received by the country with 
signs of appreciation and approbation. What you did 
here to-day will mark an epoch in the history of West 
Point, and, perhaps, in the history of all educational 
institutions in this country; for when hazing no longer 
finds a place at West Point, it will certainly not find 
lodgment in other educational institutions. 

“A hundred years of history have brought this insti- 
tution, perhaps more closely than any other, to the 
hearts of the American people. What you have done 
for it to-day will leave it still higher in the good opinion 
that all true Americans have for it. We know and ap- 
preciate that men who come here sacrifice everything 
else in a desire to serve their country. This duty and 
this sacrifice do not go unappreciated among your fellow- 
countrymen. It is with a design to add still greater 
lustre and fame to West Point that Congress has en- 
deavored, by a careful investigation, to find means for the 
eradication of anything which might seem to be out of 
harmony with its high purpose. Your voluntary action 
will be made permanent. Congress will make perma- 
nent what you have done, but in anticipating the 
action of Congress you have added to the great reputa- 
tions already achieved here. In dismissing you I hope 
you will carry to your classes the congratulations of this 
committe its well wishes for their future success, 
and its thanks.” 

“And, Colonel Mills, in leaving, I express the opinion 
of every member of this committee when I return to 
you, for many courtesies, our sincere thanks; and de- 
sire, further, to attest that in our efforts here we have 
had the full and hearty co-operation of yourself and 
your associates. You have been very kind in the aid 
that has been extended to this committee. While we 
are anxious to leave, we are not happy to leave; we 
hasten away simply because urgent duties call us else- 
where. While our duties have seemed, at times, un- 
pleasant, we are happy in the thought that in their 
discharge we have served this splendid institution, of 
which you are the head, to some purpose. That you 
have accomplished much toward eradicating this one 
fault will be so stated in our report; that you have 
had the co-operation of all your fellow officers here 
we are also glad to testify, and we shall go back to 
Congress, and through Congress to the country, com- 
mending the excellence of your institution, and hope to 
convey to the people some idea of the sense of the 
obligation the ple should have for this excellent 
branch of our Government.” 

F liections of our work here will have their pleas- 
ant memories. We say to all of you not a goodby, 
but a farewell, and wish for you and the Academy a 
long, happy and successful career.” (Applause.)

OUR TROOPS IN CHINA, 
Pekin, China, Noy. 7, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I have had my attention called to your extracts from 
my letters to the “Evening Post” written during the 
march on Pekin. If those of your readers who are un- 
familiar with my writings about the United States 
forces in the Philippines which have appeared from 
time to time in “Leslie’s Weekly” and who may not 
have seen my description of the battle of Tien-Tsin and 
the fall of Pekin were to form their opinion of my at- 
titude to the Army, and more especially the 9th Infan- 
try, from the extracts which you publish they would 
acquire a very erroneous impression. 

Take my writings as a whole, during the year that I 
have been campaigning with the troops in the Hast, 
and you will find that I have devoted many more pages 
writing and drawing, to the praise of the troops and 
their splendid fighting qualities than 1 have to criticism 
of their conduct. 

Read in the right spirit—the spirit in which my articles 
are written—any one can see that my criticism is di- 
«ected at the system under which both officers and men 
are suffering, and in no case are thev directed at indi- 
viduals or particular organizations. The last man to 
deny the evils of the present Army system is the Regu- 
jar Army officer or the enlisted man. At the present 
time the United States is endeavoring to garrison its 
own vast territory, two island colonies, and conduct an 
active campaign in a third with a Regular Army barely 
sufficient to properly garrison the States themselves, and 
even then with an artillery branch of the Service to- 
tally inadequate to properly man the coast defenses 
and handle the field batteries actually in existence. 
To carry on the work the additional Volunteer Army 
has been raised and run into the field. None feels the 
inefficiency of this system and the complete nature of 
its evils more keenly than the Regular Army officer. 
The \~— of unjust promotions of new officers from 
civil life, suddenly and without any service or special 
merit jumped into commissions and ranking tried 
men of years’ service; officers from the gular 
line aprointed to majorities and captaincies in the Volun- 
teers and with the apparent possibility in some cases 


of retaining such rank in a reconstructed Army without ~ 


reference to their position in the Regular line of pro- 
motion—all these and a hundred more matters too 
numerous to mention, but all hitting at the vitals of the 
Service, menacing the good feeling and esprit de corps 
that should exist, are real, live questions, which affect 
the future of many men who have spent their lives in 
the service of their country. 

From the isolated security of three years ago to the 
broader international and greater military responsibility 
of the hour is a great bound. That the growing pains of 
this tremendous expansion should be felt by the whole 
country, but especially by that branch of the country’s 
Service which has borne the brunt of this fight—nay 
more, has performed the hard pioneer work of civil gov- 
ernment as well—is not to be wondered at. That an 
Army which was never constructed for this service 
should, in the rush to perform the extraordinary ser- 
vices suddenly demanded from it, show many weak 
points—vital weaknesses if allowed to continue—is only 
natural. 

But—and this is where I take my stand—that these 
things should go uncriticised, that a correspondent 
should extol only the merits of a service and shut his 
eyes to its faults—or what he considers its faults—is 
not the spirit of modern Anglo-Saxon ideas. To criti- 
cise is as yoy! as to praise, and when faults exist, 
whether they be the mistakes of leaders, the shortcom- 
ings of a particular expedition, or those larger questions 
which concern the construction of a military service 
and its relation to the work in hand and in the future, 
it is for the good of the service that ow be brought 
to light and in the spirit of progress rectified. 

A good canteen system is better than unlimited grog 
shops with vile compounds; strict discipline better than 
a long sick list and a full guard house; it is better to 
recognize, as the British Government has done in India, 
that the white man of to-day cannot be pack animal 
and fighter too under a tropical sun while chasing light- 
footed savages through nse jungles, than to have 
men played out along the line, compelled to abandon 
the blanket and the shelterhalf that are needed when 
the nights are chill, and put to the expense of refitting 
themselves with these articles which they were com- 
pelled to abandon. 

Gen. Franklin Bell has been among the most suc- 
cessful campaigners in the Philippines. It is not alone 
due to the fact that he is a born leader and an expert 
soldier, cautious in the preparation of his plans and 
eareful in carrying them out with a thorough know- 
ledge of the people that he is fighting. It is as much 
due to the fact that he recognized early in the day 
that the fighting man, American-born, had to go light 
in the tropics. this men of the 36th carried no blanket 
and no shelter tent—it was better even to stand the 
night than be killed with fatigue in the sun. They 
started out, whether at noon or mianight, with a good 
meal in their stomachs; they carried no haversack, but 
had one meal in their mess tins; the other meal was 
earried by Chinese coolies, and nine days’ rations were 
on the backs of pack mules or ponies. I have accom- 
panied one of his forced night marches through the 
worst combination of marsh, jungle and streams that 
even the Philippines can present, lasting from seven in 
the evening till daybreak, covering fifteen miles in the 
dark, and not a man was lost or an animal strained. 
Nothing on wheels could have gone over the first three 
miles. It was wonderful that the four-footed beasts 
and their packs. arrived uninjured at the end. That 
command was fit for a fight to a man. About seventy- 
five of the men were mounted, and the Government 
could lay claim to but few of the mounts. They were 
his—by enterprise, not by the foresight of a well ar- 
ranged military campaign as a whole. It is to General 
MacArthur’s credit that General Bell was allowed to 
conduct his fighting in his own style. 

Perhaps no other regiment in the Philippines has ac- 
complished as much as the 36th did under Bell, and 
these are a few of the reasons that assisted the record. 

General MacArthur has not been slow to see the value 
of mounted men and of the pack animal on the flying 
expeditions that are needed to successfully run down 
some of the insurgent bands. Ever since he took the 
reins an increase of service has been given the cavalry, 
and a steadily increasing percentage of the intantry 
has been mounted on Filipino ponies. 

Until such time as the islands become more settled 
an earnest study of all these matters is necessary to 
create an Army fit to fight the insurgents or subdue the 
banditti and at the same time to keep itself in good con- 
dition. The final solution of the question will in the 
empleyment of native troops. The success of the Maca- 
bebes and the Tagalog scouts and the success of B 
native regiments with white officers in India is proof 
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eno that this can be done. 
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food for reflection. I could name a long list of personal 
friends among well-known officers who are with me in 
the stand 1 take. Some of the officers now in China and 
some of the cavalrymen, who under General Schwan 
made that splendid record sweep through the southern 
provinces last January, are among the number. 

In the particular remarks which you quote from red 
article in the “Kyvening Post” there is one thing whi 
I regret. It is the fact that those criticisms of the 
causes which, to my mind, had much to do with the 
men falling owt, should have appeared to be directed at 
the 9th Infantry and it alone. ‘Whis ss not my intention. 
These opinions were formed from the experience of the 
troops that I gained throughout the Philippine 
and from the information extended to me by various

Aspe surgeons. The 9th Infantry not only acquired 
undy ng fame in the battle of Tien-Tsin, but had _al- 
ready distinguished itself in Cuba and in a long suc- 


cessful campaign in Luzon with Tarlae as its centre.- 
Al I set forth in an article in “Leslie’s Weekly” 
on “How the Ninth Went to China.” 

An Army is not a Sunday school dass. The type 
of man who enlists as a fighter the world over is not 
an angel—never will be—whether he be a farmer’s son, 
a mechanic, a criminal, or a gentleman adventurer, 
In the ugly game of war the harsh side of things comes 
out with a queer distinctness. All that the best Army 
can do is to devise a plan which will control the law- 
lessness of the professional soldier and win him over 
to a fondness for his leaders and his regiment. 

When one reads of po gp “Little Orficer Bhoy,” 
of Mulvaney’s berm and how he handled the unruly 
lot under his control with the mighty Mulvaney as a 
kind of black angel it is all right; true to life and 
splendid. Let a correspondent find something similar 
or not half as bad and tell it in plain, unvarnished lan- 
guage and it is something reprehensible on his part. 

The lack of discipline in any regiment which has 
served in the Philippines as the 9th nats split up into 
broken companies, scattered omens small villages and 
engaged in guerrilla chases after Filipinos, is no fault of 
officers or of men, but is the fault of that system which 
will not — a sufficient standing Army to make 
possible the proper drilling of troops before they are 
sent to the front. d 

I have tackled most of the points which you quoted 
from my letter. I trust that my attitude is made clear. 
That any misunderstanding should arise through a one- 
sided presentation of my opinions between me and the 
large number of Army officers whom I have been privi- 
leged to count among my friends I should deeply regret, 
and it is with the view of avoiding such a possibility 
that I have ventured to so far trespass upon your space 


and your .good nature.

THE STORY OF OUR REGULAR ARMY. 


We have an epitome of the history of our Regular 
Army in “The Story of the Soldier,” told by Brevet 
Brig. Gen. George A. Forsyth, U. S. A. (retired), a 
volume lilustrated by R. T. Zogbaum and published by 
D. Appleton & Co. As the editor of the volume says 
in his preface: “The soldiers of the epic age of our 
West are rapidly passing away, and it is full time that 
its story should be told. It is a tale of thrilling interest, 
a moving and a brilliant chapter of a history too little 
known, and it is set forth in the graphic pages of this 


volume by a Regular soldier, who has earned the right 
to speak by actual experience, by honorable wounds and 
by the superb stand against everwhelming numbers 
which has made the affairs of this arid area famous in 
the annals of the soldier in the West.” 

All of this is a true, and no man is better en- 
titled to speak for. the Regular Army than General 
Forsyth. is eeny commences with the inception of 
the Army and ends with the war with Spain. The 
early chapters explain the origin of the antipathy to the 
“Regular” which has influenced public opinion and con- 
trolled legislation, and the —s chapter in summing 
up the evidence presented in the i preceding 
shows how unjust this prejudice is. he Americans 
who established the Government of the United States 
formed their opinions of the professional soldier from 
the stories told by their ancestors, many of whom in 
their own individual experience had known the wretched 
conditions imposed upon even the non-combatants in 
European wars. In them “‘the idea of a dissolute and 
paid soldiery, that might be, and frequently had been, 
sold and bought by different monarchs and used in their 
family interest against even their own ple, was sim- 
ply abhorrent.” This —— was deepened by the 
conduct of the British gulars, who “led prewling, 
riotous lives, and made the quiet streets hideous by 
night with their drunken shouts, while scores of loose 
women, who had followed the regiments across the 
ocean, came to scandalize the town.’ The story of the 
defeat of Braddock’s force of 1,000 vaunted Regulars by 
less than 400 Indians and Frenchmen, and similar ex- 
periences, tended still further to discredit the Regular 
soldier and exalt the frontier militiaman at his expense. 
“The baleful influence of standing armies in time of 
peace” was the theme of rhetorical denunciation, and the 
suspicion and mistrust thus excited has followed the 
Regular soldier until this day. “It is in the hope of in 
some degree disabusing the public mind of this inherited 
»rejudice,” says General Forsyth, “and to give it a true 
idea of, as a matter of fact, perhaps the most de- 
voted patriot and the best and most obedient 
citizen of the Republic, that I have undertaken to tell 
the story of the Regular soldier of the West.” 

Washington was the first American Regular, and in 
his lofty patriotism and his unselfish zeal for the public 
service, he has had very many exemplars among those 
who have since worn the uniform of the Army of the 
United States, which had its first inception in his mind, 
and whose establishment was largely the result of his 
wise counsels, earnest recommendations and persistent 
urging of his views upon a reluctant Congress. 

Washington’s experience had shown him how valueless 
a State militia was in an emergency, The evils of a 
dependence upon such a force were obvious and ever 
present; the evils to be apprehended from a standin 
Army were, in the getament of Washington as decla 
to Congress in 1776, remote and “situated and circum- 
stanced as we are, not at all to be dreaded.” 
Every fact of our pe <A from that time to this has 
shown how correct Washington was in this conclusion, 
and the jealousy of the Regular Ar has even less 
foundation now than it had then. The American soldier 
represents the very ——- order of patriotism. “He 
knows and keenly feels that disaster first comes di- 
rectly home to him, and through him to the nation, who 
are his very own people, whose uniform he wears and 
whose flag and good faith they have a right to look to 
him to defend.” In the hour of need he will not fail 
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the Ri Army, General Forsyth adds 
a description of its routine in camp and 
gives a just idea of the methods by which the recruit is 
transformed into such an efficient soldier. Spreking of 
War, 


the Army as it was just before the Spanish

and an un Lopportnnity to compare oR tke 
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guia four years since, has convinced the writer that in 

all the essentials of a fighting force it has not its equal, 

man for man, in any Army in the world.” This is 

praise, but it is deserved, and the problem now before 

our officers who take pride in their p is to 

the new Army we are to have in all res up to 

standard, It may be a difficult task, but it 4 not a 


hopeless one, for even better material than before now 
offers itself to the hand of the master. 
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ANOTHER LIFE OF PAUL JONES. 


One of the recently published volumes of Appleton's 
series of our “Great Commanders” is Commodore Paul 
Jones, by Cyrus Townsend Brady, author of “Reuben 
James, a Hero of the Fo’castle;” “The Grip of Honor,” 
“Stephen Decatur,” etc., with portrait and maps. “It is 
not in a strict sense a volume of original research, al- 
though the author, as he tells us in his preface, has had 
access to much material not hitherto published in book 
form. But elaboration of personal details is less essen- 
tial in this work, inasmuch as it is the purpose of the 
series of which it forms a part to deal with the public 
exploits rather than with the private life of its —— 
A a an is devoted to the personal characteristics 
Paul Jones, in which an even balance is drawn r 
the detraction of his enemies and the wggealiend 
proval of his friends. He was -not . 
common, and vulgar,” but he was, acco te Mr. 
Brady, irritable and impatient, captious quarrel- 
some, at times variable and inconsistent, though hu- 
mane in spirit, and not a good hater, His great fault . 
was his vanity. It was a weakness, like some of his 
other qualities, colossal, a quality which he shared in 
common with Nelson, and he wrote better verse than 
Nelson did. His mind was well furnished. He was 
thoroughness itself, quick witted and not devoid of 
humor, and in an age in which coarseness of langua 
was common, he was clean mouthed; more than 
he was clean hearted and there is a total absence o: 
sensuality in his career. Not a coarse or indelicate 
allusion is found in any one of his letters, and his 
relations even with Madam Thellison, are at least, in 
doubt. His love of liberty was the one consuming 
passion of his soul. The miserable English slanders 
about Jones, for which Prof. Laughton has 
himself responsible, are abundantly answered in 
volume. It is a serious reflection upon the vaunted 
English love of fair play that the sting of the humili- 
ating defeats inflicted upon them by Commodore Jones, 
should make them incapable of according him his right- 
ful place among naval heroes and blind them to his 
true character as a man. 

As an illustration of the irascibility of Commodore 
Jones, Park Benjamin tells us the story of the breaking 
of his single thermomefer, which was to him as the 
apple of his eye. Midshipman Potter being lawfully 
in possession of the valued instrument, unfortunately 
fell over something, and in his swift descent struck and 
smashed the glass, whereupon Captain Jones 
then in his bunk, leapéd therefrom and kicked Midship- 
man Potter the entire length of the cabin, also of 
the quarter deck, also down the main hatch, and thus 
having accelerated his subordinate’s journey in the 

roper direction, put him in irons.” But then Mr. 
Potter was only a midshipman and in those days abuse 
of midshipmen was too common to indicate any 
disposition toward irascibility.

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Information has come to the Naval Intelligence Office 
that England’s most famous ship designer, Sir William 
White, after years of conspicuous service, has been 
removed from the office of Chief Constructor because of 
some mistakes made by his subordinates, which have 
created much discussion both in naval circles and the 
royal family in the last six months. Several months 
ago the $1,000,000 yacht built for the late Queen almost 
capsized at her dock because of want of proper distribu- 
tion of weights, and calculations made showed that gross 
carelessness had been displayed in her design, which re- 
sulted in her being topheavy and altogether unsafe. The 
Chief Constructor was held responsible for the lack of 
proper attention being given the plans that led to a 
vessel being built that would turn over alongside her 
pier. Mr. Watts, one of the famous designers of the 
Armstrongs, will probably be the successor to Sir Wil- 
liam. Mr. Watts’s present salary is said to be much 
larger than he would receive in the construction corps 
of the British Navy, but the honor attached to the posi- 





tion is one that few naval architects would be willing to 
decline. A new royal yacht is now being built on plans 
that will insure safety under all conditions. Sir William 
White will receive a pension and retire from service. 
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A correspondent from Zamboanga, island of Mindanao, 
writes that “the natives have to be handled with the 
same care as a lot of dynamite,” but adds that the 
relic hunters on the island are buying up the spears 
and bolos at a rate that promises soon to exhaust the 
entire stock and leave the warlike Moros nothing to do 
but to go in for the pursuits of peace.

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FOREIGN VETERINARY SERVICES. 


The strongest argument in favor of the organization: 


of a veterinary corps for our Army is found in Buro- 
pean practice. Commencing as we have with the em- 
ployment of civi! veterinarians the foreign governments 
have finally concluded, as the result of costly experience, 
that the only way to secure responsibility, efficiency and 
discipline is to give the veterinarians official status, 
with rank, pay, allowances and the same privileges of 
retirement as other officers. It is found that the ad- 
ditional annual amount of cost is saved many times over 
by the prevention of loss from disease and the mainte- 
nance of the animals in a high state of efficiency. 

In general, the veterinarians rank as. scientific men 
with the Medical Corps of the Army. The Corps of 
Veterinarians is splendidly equipped, is very efficient, 
and is on a par in discipline with the rest of the Army. 
The officers rank in social standing with others and 
have the same privileges as others, including pensions 
for age and disability. Their pay is somewhat less 
than the figures given for the British veterinarians in 
the Army and Navy Journal of April 23, 1900. The 
head veterinarian is styled inspector and has the rank 
of colonel. Under the ministers of war he has charge 
of the administration of his corps and the direction of 
the education of the veterinary personnel at the Royal 
Veterinary School in Berlin where he has the assis.ance 
of a large number of civil professors besides officers de- 
tailed from his corps as teachers. 

The members of the service of all grades are re- 
cruited from this school, excepting some who come from 
similar schools in Bavaria and Wertemberg. The 
duties of the corps veterinarians who have the rank of 
captains are administrative and inspecting; upper veter- 
inarians with the rank of ist lieutenant have charge 
of hospitals and sick animals of all kinds with troops 
and during shipment, and veterinarians with the rank 
of 2d lieutenants are occupied with executive duties. 
The under veterinarians, who are non-commissioned, 
are in charge of clerical work, compounding and admin- 
istering medicines, handling sick horses, and horse- 
shoers. In addition to the administration force of Ber- 
lin there are 22 corps veterinarians, 200 upper veterin- 
arians, 200 veterinarians, and such number of under 
veterinarians as may be required. Besides these, 800 
veterinarians who have completed their military service 
in the line and in the hospitals are registered for duty 
in time of war. There is more rank in the Austrian 
veterinarian service, and the number of veterinarians 
is about the same as in Germany. The French Army 
veterinary service is considered the most scientifie and 
efficient of all, and is the most liberal as to rank and 
allowance of numbers. It has eleven colonels, forty- 
two lieutenant colonels, 189 captains and 270 Ist lieu- 
tenants. 

All the great armies of Europe decided long ago that 
a thoroughly organized veterinary corps was as neces- 
sary for the efficiency of an army as was a medical 
corps. The selection of horses for the cavalry, artil- 
lery and animals for transport service and the preserva- 
tion of their health and strength is considered as im- 
portant as the selection and care of men. To maintain 
the highest degree of efficiency in the veterinary ser- 
vice, schools have been established under the direction 
of the chiefs of the veterinary departments, where 
everything pertaining to the military branch of the sub- 
ject is taught. As a rule, all officers and non-com- 
missioned officers of the mounted arms are required 
to attend in rotation classes at these schools in order to 
learn how to care for the animals. 
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If, as was stated, the British Admiralty proposed to 
put three battleships into commission each year from 
1897 they have not realized their expectations.. The 
“Caesar,” “Illustrious” and “Hannibal” were completed 
in 1898, but in 1899 only the “Canopus” and the “Ocean” 
were added to the fleet, and the “Glory” and the “Go- 
liath” in 1900. The “Vengeance” and “Albion,” which 
are nearly ready, will complete the number. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has decided that 
tips given to waiters and porters by Government officers 
while traveling are necessary and therefore legitimate, 
and that they are to be allowed in the expense accounts 
of Government officers. The latest aecision was called 


forth by the case of an Army officer traveling between 
Porto Rico and this country, who gave a tip to a stew- 
ard of the vessel. The Comptroller refuses, however, 














to allow expenses of this kind on naval vessels or 
transports owned by the Government. 
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FIELD AND STUDY VIEWS OF CROMWELL. 


It is peculiar and noteworthy that the revival of 
interest in Oliver Cromwell should synchronize with the 
\display of military incapacity by Wngland in South 
Africa, and the result of bringing into sharp contrast 
the epoch of few blunders with the period of many 
blunders cannot but be profitable to the London War 
Office. Whatever may be thought of his politics, Oliver 
Cromwell deserves the title of the “Unbeaten English- 
man” as much as any man who has ever drawn the 
sword in defense of the “tight little island.” As we 
showed in the long review of Lieutenant Colonel Bal- 
dock’s life of Cromwell in our issue of July 29, 1900, 
the present British military system dates from the days 
when Cromwell’s master mind turned itself upon the 
reorganization of the Army. If England had honored 
him more, she might not have forgotten so many of the 
lessons he taught her. Despising a man leads to de- 
spisiug his principles, and while the average Briton is 
too practical a man not to feel some satisfaction over 
the increased prestige he gave the name of England, 
the disgrace of Oliver’s disinterment still throws a 
shaduw over his reputation. Riding once along the 
crest of the hill where the battle of Kineton was fought, 
we saw & monument on the slope. We asked an apo- 
plectic-looking gentleman for whom the shaft was raised. 
“For the King,” he said. “And with whom rested the 
Fortunes of that day?’ we inquired. With Cromwell, 





he told us. “Well, sir,” we continued with Luankee 
bluntness, “it would seem the monument should be for 
Oliver.”

The sentiment we thus aroused has too long shaped 
he British thought toward Cromwell. He was as great 
on land as Lord Nelson was on sea. He had larger 
problems to grasp than had the Admiral, yet ten memo- 
rials to Nelson are to be seen for one in Cromwell’s 
onor, 
Two books that have appeared at about the same 
Aine give views of Cromwell from widely varying 
tandpoints. One is by Gov. Theodore Roosevelt, an 
merican of militant disposition; the other by John 
lorley, a literary Englishman. They are the opinions 
f the field and the study. It is hard to say which will 
lease the larger circle. Colonel Roosevelt opens his 
ife of Cromwell by taking Carlyle sharply to task for 
eclaring that Cromwellism was the “last of all our 
eroisms,” and that we have wandered far from those 
leas. He proceeds to show that the Hampden type 
eached its highest expression in George Washington. 
‘In the great American Civil War,” he says, “the 
aster spirits in the contest for union and freedom 
vere actuated by a fervor as intense as, and even finer 
han, that which actuated the men of the Long Parlia- 
ent, while in rigid morality and grim devotion to 
chat he conceived to be God’s bidding, the Southern 
oldier, Stonewall Jackson, was as true a type of the 
jeneral of the Lord, with his Bible and his sword,’ as 
‘romwell or Ireton.” 
One of the chief lessons which Colonel Roosevelt 
raws from the English civil war is that “the average 
itizen of a civilized community requires months of 
raining before he can be turned into a good soldier.” 
s one who has had actual contact with Regular and 
Yolunteer officers in real war, Colonel Roosevelt is 
ell qualified to make the statement that “the careful 
raining in body and mind, and especially in character, 
ained in an Academy like West Point and the subse- 
uent experience in the field endow the Regular officer 
‘ith such advantages that in any war but a long war 
e cannot be overtaken, even by the best natural 
chter. In the American Civil War, for instance,” says 
bovernor Roosevelt, “the greatest leaders were all West 
Pointers. Yet even there, by the end of the cvatest 
bth armies had produced regimental, brigade and di- 
ision commanders, who, though originally from civil 
fe, had learned to know their business exactly as well 
s the best Regular officers; and there was at least one 
hc!) commander, Forrest, who in his own class was 
necualled. If in a war the Regular officers prove to 
hv been trained merely to the pedantry of their pro- 
on and do not happen to number men of exceptional 
y in their ranks, then sooner or later the men who 
born soldiers will come to the front, even though 
have been civilians until late in life.” 
Acain we are told: “Mere militia, who will not 
nit to rigid discipline, cannot be made the equals of 
Jars by no matter how many years of desultory 
ting. In the War of the American Revolution it 
s the Continentals—the Regulars of Washington, 
fayne and Greene—who finally won the victory, while 
to the very end of the struggle the ordinary militia 
ved utterly unable to face the redcoats. So in the 
clish civil war, it was the carefully drilled and trained 
rse and foot of the Eastern Association, and not the 
sorderly London-trained bands, who overthrew the 
ing’s men, Cromwell had developed his troops just 
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as Grant and Lee, Sherman and Johnston long afterwarc 
developed theirs. It is only under exceptional condi- 
tions and with wholly exceptional populations that it is 
possible to forego such careful drilling and training.” 

That Liberty and Justice must have had many sad 
hours with Cromwell is indicated by this statement of 
Governor Roosevelt on page 129 describing the victory 
of the Cromwellians over the Scotch at the battle of 
Preston: 

“The captives of Preston battle were sold into slavery, 
some being sent to the Virginia planters and others to 
the Venetian Government for galley slaves.” Then 
the biographer observes that “when the Puritans could 
act thus toward their fellow-Englishmen and toward the 
Scotch Presbyterians who were so nearly of their own 
creed there is small cause for wonder in the treatment 
afterward accorded the Irish. It was a merciless age, 
the age of Tilly and Wallenstein, and we cannot judge 
its great men by the canons of to-day.” 

The Boers who are complaining of the hardships of 
the present campaign in South Africa would do well to 
ponder on the advance of humanity in the light of 
Cromwellian history. 

Mr. Morley is not less emphatic in making of Crom- 
well the cornerstone of the British Army, as it has been 
known since. Speaking of the battle of Naseby early in 
the career of Cromwell he says: “It destroyed the last 
organized force that Charles was able to raise, and it 
demonstrated that the new model had produced an in- 
vincible army.” Unfortunately the invincible nature of 
the army and system produced by the new model was to 
end with the death of Cromwell. Never since that time 
has England been so absolutely master of her destiny; 
never so potent in arms. There was a completeness, 
a thoroughness, in Cromwell’s fighting and diplomacy 
that has never been equalled since in the United King- 
dom, and has a parallel only in the crushing definitive- 
ness of the German campaigns against Austria in 1866 
and France four years later. The American biography 
is published by Scribner's, and, like Morley’s, which 
comes from the press of the Century Company, is made 
up of articles which had previously appeared in the 
magazines. Both are amply illustrated. We note at 
page 66 of the former work an apparent “out,” which 
obscures the meaning of an important paragraph. The 
letter press and binding of the two volumes are worthy 
of the theme and the reputations of the historians.

FOUR-FOOTED SCOUTS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Shakespearean phrase, “Let slip the dogs of 
war,” may have an early and practical application to 
soldiering in the Philippines, in view of the excellent 
suggestions of Major Matthew F. Steele, U. 8. V., which 
we published in our last issue. What he says about the 
value of employing dogs for the purpose of scenting out 
Filipinos when our troops are on marches, is all the 
more to the point when it is made plain that no special 
breed of canine is needed, but that “any old kind” of 
cur will meet the demand. The Government will not 
be put to the expense of procuring thoroughbreds, like 
pointers and setters, bloodhounds or mastiffs, for Major 
Steele lays particular stress on the capacity of the 
despised mongrel .or such duty. Instead of having to 
train the dog for that work, he need only be left to 
his natural instincts, which would prompt him to sme! 
out a Filipino, who to him, accustomed to American 
beings and odors, would be a rara avis and thus entitled 
to the same noisy attention he would give to any strange 
and unusual thing. 

The points made by our correspondent are the more 
valuable since he speaks of a country where the usual 
methods of preventing ambushing are often rendered 
valueless by the denseness of the jungle and the impos- 
sibility of utilizing the advance guard and flankers as 
they could be used in more open country. Dogs pene- 
trating at will the thickest underbrush, could get into 
contact with a hidden foe who would be practically se- 
cure from the observation of men. Major Steele speaks 
after an experience with dog scouts, and his statement 
that no detachment accompanied by a certain canine 
ranger has ever been ambushed, furnishes strong evi- 
dence of the value of such four-footed protection. 

In view of the advantages to be obtained from the em- 
ployment of dogs, which are set forth in the letter we 
refer to, the regulation pertaining to the shipment of 
dogs on transports will doubtless receive the modificatioa 
which it would have certainly met with before if such 
observations as those Major Steele has made on the sub- 
ject had been brought to the attention of the authorities. 





THE DEATH OF QUEEN VICTORIA. 


The death of the estimable Queen of England on Jan. 
22 and the accession of the Prince of Wales to the 
throne, with the title of King Edward VII, is likely 
to have little effect upon the relations existing between 
Great Britain and the United States. The new King 
has always been well disposed towards this country, and 
the pleasant impressions he formed of our cordiality for 
him and his countrymen during his visit to America in 
1860 have been strengthened by the many friendships 
he has formed with Americans since then and by the 
ever-increasing rapprochement between the two great 
English-speaking nations. The Prince takes the throne 
a well-balanced man of mature years, whose indiscre- 
tions may well be considered the exclusive property of 
the past. For years he has attended to a majority of 
the formal! functions of the Court and is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the demands of royal etiquette in all state 
matters and affairs of diplomacy, a knowledge which 
added to his natural gift of tact, makes him particularly 


well fitted for the place he’is tojoccupy at the head 
the largest empire stn has ever sone upon. Tha 
he is not an especially brilliant or aggressive man like 
his impulsive cousin across the Channel may make him 
the more competent to fit into a system of government. 
in which the royal head is becoming more and more. 
archaic and less and less an influence for good or evil 
on the future of the country. 

The life of the late Queen having largely compassed 
all the period in which man called to his aid the hidden. 
powers of nature and gave to civilization a strength and 
force never known before, her reign will always be asso- 
ciated with the most fruitful epoch in the world’s pro- 
gress, and her political achievements must catch much 
of this reflected glory. Those who are holding up their. 
hands with such horror at the thought of our increased 
Army, and deprecating war in any and all of its phases, 
are most loud in their praise of the defunct monarch, 
yet if they will pause long enough in their laudation 
to note that Victoria’s rule has had as may wars as that 
of any previous sovereign, they may be able to under- 
stand that war may be the handmaid of the loftiest. 
progress. At the time of the recent jubilee of the, 
Queen, one of the leading London newspapers pointed 
out that there had been a war in every year of her 
reign, and at this time, when an effort is being made 
to disassociate the virtue of her private life from any 
close complicity in these wars, it may be of interest to. 
note the fact that in replying to the state 
ment that the Queen could not have prevented the Boer 
war, a prominent Liberal statesman remarked that if she 
had given out a declaration against it, the Liberals 
would have gone before the country on the platform: 
of “The Queen and no war,” leaving to the Conserva- - 
tives the task of opposing the will of the monarch, which 
in view of the respect and affection of the people for 
the Crown, would have undoubtedly resulted in an over- 
whelming majority against the Tories. 


- 
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Colonel von Bernhardi, of the German General Staff, 
in a lecture before the Military Society of Berlin said 
that the next war will open with blows of unparalleled 
force, and by shocks which it would be the endeavor to 
make terrific. They would be so sudden that only the 
troops maintained on the frontier could take part in 
them. Thus the methods employed would differ marked- 
ly from those adopted by the Germans in 1870, when 
they took time to mobilize their troops and make care 
ful preparations before the troops were sent to the front, 
and when they invaded France their organization, like 
their effectiveness, was complete. The Germans will 
throw themselves with destructive force upon their enemy 
at the very outbreak of hostilities, the troops maintained 
near the frontier during peace time alone being engaged, 
and will endeavor by a tremendous offensive operation 
to paralyze that mobilization upon which the French 
build their hopes. The German troops, in effect, in the’ 
frontier zone, are practically on a war footing and 
could advance within a few hours, and all are trained 
troops, without any admixture of reservists. 


Capt. Daniel E. McCarthy, A. Q. M., U. 8. Army .

Gen. Marshall I. Ludington, 
Quartermaster General, U. 8. Army. It is the best 
book that has ever been published pertaining to the 
Quartermaster’s Department, U. 8.

It has to 
be studied to appreciate its great value to the military 
service. It is the whole business. Briefly, it deals 
with the general duties of the quartermaster, his ac- 
countability, the nature of his supplies, the method 
of caring for, transporting and issuing them, and the 
allowance permitted. There is muclf general informa- 
tion concerning the boarding of railroad cars and 
wagons. Sample forms are given at the end of the 
volume. There can be no question asked concerning 
the Quartermaster’s Department which does not find ity 
answer here. Major McCarthy is a graduate of the 
U. 8. Military Academy and of the Infantry and Cav- 
alry School at Fort Leavenworth. He served in the 
Cuban War and is now constructing the War College 
Buildings at Fort Leavenworth, Kans. 
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Count Adalbert von Stérnberg, who fought on the Boer 
side during the present hostilities, says: “Given the same 
or even slightly superior forces, no Continental army 
would have played its part better than the English, and 
I even doubt whether, in regard to practical equipment, 
and technical smartness and efficiency, the Continent: 
would have done as well. The fact is the Boer is an 
enemy of a quite exceptional character, such as nevér 
has been met before, or is likely to be met again. Mount- 
ed sharpshooters, armed with the very best of weapons, 
acclimatized, fanatical, and accustomed to habits of 
war, are terrible opponents, and cannot be dealt with 
off-hand as if they were hordes of savages. One must 
not forget that the Boers have the keenest eyes imagin-. 
able and that they understand better than anyone else 
how to get the fullest advantage of cover.”

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


‘The Naval Committee of the House on Saturday last, 


Jan. 19, presented to the House the bill “making ap- 
propriation for the Naval Service for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1902, and for other purposes.” 

* - he amount carried by this bill is $77,016,635.60, the 
largest ever reported to the House from the Committee 
on Naval Affairs. 

-Total estimates of the Department amounted to $87,- 
172,430.76. The decutions amounted to $1,155,795.16. 
The bill therefore carries a total of $77,016,635.60, a 
proposed increase of appropriations over the naval ap- 
propriation act of last year of $11,865,718.93. More 
than $9,000,000 of this is to carry on the work of con- 
structing battleships and cruisers authorized by previous 
acts, and $3,000,000 to carry on the work of recon- 
structing the Naval Academy. 

Nearly all of the bureaus submitted increased esti- 
mates, which are explained as a necessary result of 
naval development. The program for public works at 
the various navy yards has been reduced from last 
year’s appropriation, for the reason that the Committee 
believes that the large number of new buildings author- 
ized by the law of last year should be practically com- 
pleted before authorizing additional ones.

The pay of the Navy in this bill is $15,200,284. The 
force provided for is 1,898 on the active-list, 566 retired. 
371 naval cadets, 150 clerks, 22,500 enlisted men, 50 
warrant machinists, 2,500 apprentices and 20 mates; a 
total of 28,055. An increase of $2,489,387 is accounted 
for by the authority granted to the Department to enlist 
5,000 additional seamen and 50 warrant machinists. 

_Under this heading there is a new item providing that 
warrant officers shall receive the same commutation for 
quarters as second lieutenants of the Marine Corps. 

Under “Pay, miscellaneous,” the appropriation pro- 
posed in this bill is increased by $100,000, due to the 
enlarged Navy. The contingent item is reduced, and the 
emergency fund is increased to $500,000, owing to the 
unsettled state of affairs in the far East. 

There are two provisions of law following the emer- 
gency clause, namely, a provision for inspection of naval 
accounts, and also for assistant chiefs of the bureaus 
of Equipment, Steam Engineering, Construction and Re- 

air, and Yards and Docks, which at the present time 
ated no assistant chiefs. 

The item for transportation and recruiting has been 
increased $20,000, which is due to the expenses of 
recruiting ‘more men and the transportation of large 
numbers to the Asiatic stations. The other items under 
the Bureau of Navigation, with the exception of new 
buildings at the naval training stations in Oalifornia 
and Rhode Island, transferred to public works, are the 
same as those of last year. 


The increase in the appropriations for ordnance amount - 


to less than $200,000, and is due to the necessity for 
new machinery at the Washington Gun Factory, and 
for tools, etc. There is a provision for a new and im- 
proved battery for the Baltimore, which will cost $175,- 

. There is also a provision of $100,000 for supplying 
the 3,000 additional men of the Marine Corps with the 
army rifle. 

The amount of money expended during the last fiscal 
year for coal alone amounted to more than $1,500,000. 
The appropriation for sopate of coal has been reduced 
from $00 000 to $400, . ,000 of the aopre ri- 
ation made last year was for the purpose of establishing 
coal sheds and wharf at Cavite. The other items under 
the Bureau of Equipment are practically the same as 
Jast year. 

The estimates for public works call for the large sum 
«of $12,000,000. The Committee concluded that it would 
be unwise to expend more than about one-half of this 
sum this year, in view of the fact that last year more 
than $8,000,000 was appropriated for improvements 
which have not yet been completed. It is believed that 
the construction of new buildings interferes largely with 
the regular business of the yards and that it was not 
wise to increase the amount more than was necessary 
to maintain their high efficiency. A million dollars of 
the amount carried under public works is appropriated 
toward the completion of the four dry docks. The 
filoating dock at Algiers will be completed the coming 
spring. $300,000 has been appropriated toward the dry 
dock at New York and $300, toward the dry dock at 
Norfolk.

The increase for the Bureau of Steam Engineering 
is $688,600, upon very explicit testimony of the chief 
that in view of our ships abroad our expenses are 
greater than ever. The major portion of expenditures 
of this Bureau is in the hands of captains and com- 
manders of the fleet in the far East, Last year there 
was a deficiency of about ,000. 

The appropriations for the Naval Academy are prac- 
tically the same as those of last year, there being but a 
slight increase in repairs of $5,000, made-necessary for 
the erection of a wooden addition to the main quarters 
for accommodating the cadets during the rebuilding of 
the institution. urther increase of $1, is reques 
for the construction of catboats for special instruction 
for the cadets. In order to supply officers for the 
present emerges. it is provided that the two classes 
now at sea, which have completed their four years 
course at the Naval Academy, shall be commissioned at 
once, and that the class completing its four years course 
at the Academy this coming June be commissioned 
thereupon. 

The appropriations for the Marine Corps differ but 
little from those of last year, the totals being practically 
the same.

The large increase over that of last year’s bill is to 
be found under the increase of the gad A We have at 
the present time a large number of ships under con- 
struction—more than at any other period of the build- 
ing. of the new Navy. 

he Committee also provides, under the increase of the 
Navy, an appropriation of $4,000, for armor and 
armament for ships now under construction. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has contracted for 36,810 tons of 
armor for all of the ships heretofore authorized by 
Congress at the price of $420 per ton, plus the Krupp 
royalty, not to exceed $24.32 a ton, and the Harvey 
royalty, not to exceed $11.20 per ton. The price of the 
Harvey armor was agreed upon at $400 per ton, the 
same as heretofore. It ought to be a matter of general 
congratulation that the armor-plate question has been 
settled through the skill, firmness and excellent judg- 
ment of the etary of the Navy in carrying out the 
evident purposes of Congress. 

The Committee recommends building by contract two 
unsheathed seagoing battleships, carrying the heaviest 
armor and the most powerful ordnance for vessels of 
their class, upon a trial displacement of about 14,000 
tons each, to have the highest practicable speed and 
great radius of action, and to cost, exclusive of armor 
and armament, not exceeding $3,850,000 each, and two 
unsheathed armored cruisers, carrying the heaviest armor 
and most powerful ordnance for vessels of their class 
upon a trial displacement of about 14,000 tons each, and 
to have the highest practicable speed and great radius 
of action, and to cost, exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment, not exceeding $4,000,000 each. Maximem cost 
of the vessels herein authorized, exclusive of armor snd 
armament, will be $15,700,000. 

The Department has recently contracted for the con- 
struction of the five battleships and six armored cruisers 
authorized by the acts of March 3, 1899, and June 7, 
1900, at a cost approximated at $40,000,600. On Feb. 
1 bids will be opened for the three protected cruisers 
authorized by the act of June 7, 1900. In view of the 
fact that the shipyards of the country were likely to be 
well filled with work during the coming year in conse- 
quence of the recent letting of these large contracts, 
the Committee thought that the above program was one 
that would be considered adequate and would meet the 
cgeneves of Congress in its policy of building up the 
wavy.

PENSACOLA NAVY YARD. 


Navy Yard, Pensacola, Fla., Jan. 21, 1901. 

Rear Admiral Norman H. Farquhar, U. S. N., com- 
mander-in-chief of the naval force on the North Atlantic 
Station, with his flagship Kearsarge and the battleship 
Massachusetts arrived in the harbor of Pensacola on 
the morning of Dec. 29, 1900. The Admiral was given 
the usual salute from the Navy Yard. Since the arrival 
of these magnificent fighting machines they have been 
objects of great interest to the people here and the sur- 
rounding country, and the courteous officers have been 
kept busy showing the visitors over the ships. Great 
interest is manifested in the expected arrival of the 
Alabama, and no doubt the good people of the State of 
Alabama will give the greatest battleship afloat a rous- 
ing welcome upon her arrival in this harbor. An event 
of interest will be, it is said, the presentation of a 
silver service to this ship by the city of Mobile. 

On the evening of Jan. 2 a reception was tendered by 
the commandant of the Navy Yard, Capt. William W. 
Reisinger, to the Admiral and the officers of the squad- 
ron. Although the weather proved unpropitious, there 
was a large attendance from the squadron and from 
the posts at Forts Barrancas and Pickens and many 
citizens from Pensacola. Mrs. Reisinger was assisted in 
receiving by the wives of officers in the yard and other 
ladies. Captain Reisinger, who is noted for his hospi- 
tality, is leaving nothing undone to make the stay of 
the Admiral and officers here pleasaut. The citizens of 
Pensacola, also, are striving to outdo each other in 
attentions to the officers, and many pleasant entertain- 
ments have been given in their honor. 

The ladies and officers of Forts Barrancas and Pickens 
gave a brilliant and successful ball at Fort Pickens on 
the evening of Jan. 16 in honor of Admiral Farquhar 
and staff. The new quarters of the fort were hand- 
somely decorated for the occasion, and presented a 
beautiful appearance. It required three tugboats to 
convey the guests, among whom were many Pensa- 
colians. 

Small boat drills and land manoeuvres were indulged 
in last week, and the change was greatly enjoyed by the 
men. An unusual feature of the Kearsarge’s drill was 
the landing, emplacement and firing of a 5-inch rifle on 
the sea side of Santa Rosa Island. 

Rumor has it that the ships will proceed to sea on 
Jan. 23, spending the intervening time between then 
and Feb. 16 at sea in target and boat practice.

EXTRA PAY FOR VETERANS. 
Jan. 16, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In your issue of Jan. 12 I noticed in bills before Con- 
gress, H. R. 13370, Mr. Fitzgerald—Relating to extra 
pay of officers and enlisted men in the Army in the war 
with Spain. In this bill and other previous bills of the 
same kind, the men who enlisted before the war are 
excluded. Is that right? I will cite my own case, which 
is also the case of hundreds of others. I enlisted i= 
September, 1897; served with my regiment in the Cubad 
campaign: went to the Philippines and did hard cam 
paigning for fifteen months; went to China and was 
wounded in the battle of Tien-Tsin, and was discharged 
for disability in October, 1900. If men who have aerved 
faithfully in three wars are not entitled to extra pay 
why should Volunteers receive it, who in many cases 
were never under fire?

From the completed returns to the Inspector of Small 
Arms Practice of New York for the year 1900, it ap- 
pears that the 1st Brigade, General Butt commanding, 
leads all the other brigades in the State in the matter 
of marksmanship.

The House Committee on Claims has had under con- 
sideration the case of James W. Schaumberg, formerly 
a lieutenant in the Army, but who was relieved by order 
of June 30, 1836. The order was declared illegal by the 
Supreme Court, and Lieutenant Schaumberg continued 
in the Service until 1845 as 1st lieutenant of dragoons. 
Upon a suit for the recovery of pay and allowances, a 
verdict was rendered for $11,471. Lieutenant Schaum- 
berg, while stationed at Fort DesMoines in 1836, upon 
beimg informed that his father could not live many 
weeks, applied for leave of absence, as was customary 
in those days, by sending in his resignation, to take 
effect Oct. 31 following. In June of that year the War 
Cepamanent issued an order discontinuing that pra 
and although Schaumberg was promoted on July 1 to be 
a Ast lieutenant, the Adjutant General held that his 
resignation had been accepted as of July 1. Schaum- 
berg was restored to the Service in 1844 by President 
Tyler, but in March, 1845, President Polk again took 
his name off the register. In 1849 and again on March 
1, 1850, the Senate declared that he had been improperly 
separated from the Army and should be made a captain. 
He was appointed in 1860 as a paymaster, In 187 
was instituted against him for $306 by the United 
States, against which he interposed a claim for $68,140 
for pay and emoluments from the time he was first 
commissioned until the beginning of such action. The 
jury found for defendant down to 1845, when President 
Poik relieved him of his commission and the verdict 
was sustained by the Supreme Court. The claim was 
urged on Congress by Schaumberg until bis death some 
years ago, and has since been pushed by his heirs.

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FACTS FROM THE CUBAN CENSUS. 


The report of Lieut. Gen. J. P. Sanger, U. 8. A. 
Inspector General, on the Cuban census, has been issued 
by the War Department, and proves to be a vers inter- 
esting volume for those who are in search of. informa- 
tion by which to judge of Cuba’s present condition and 
to prophesy as to her future. General Sanger was in 
charge of the census, and the completeness of it, as well 
as the intelligent grouping of the many facts gathered, 
reflects great credit upon the supervising head. As 
General Sanger points yo the census was by Cubans 
for Cubans, the policy laid down by the War Depart- 
ment, The schedules were limited to population,- agri- 
eulture and education. It was necessary to educate 
almost the entire corps of officials. The supervisors of 
the six provinces were brought to and in- 





structed for a week in the work which were to 
manage. On their return they instructed their deputies 
and selected enumerators, who in turn instructed th

others. The census was taken very rapidly. General 
Sanger says it compares favorably with our own census 
in that respect. 

The population shows a decrease of 58,840 in the 
twelve years since the last previous census, the total 
now being 1,572,797. There are ninety-six cities in Cuba 
of over 1,000 inhabitants; sixteen have more than 
inhabitants, five more than 25,000, and one more than 


200,000. The exact population of Havana is placed at 
235,981. A very large proportion of the population is 


thus seen to be in the cities. The centre of population 
is in Santa Clara province, thirty miles southwest of the 
city of Santa Clara, and eight miles northeast of Cien- 
fuegos; it has moved twenty-four miles southeast since 
1887, 

In seventy-nine districts there was a loss since 1887; 
in forty-seven there were gains. The losses are con- 
fined to the four western provinces, those of Santa Clara, 
Matanzas, Havana and Pinar del Rio. In the vastern 
provinces, Santiago and Puerto Principe, every district 
gained. The losses of population were where Weyler’s 
rule -was most felt. 

The native whites constitute 57.8 per cent. of the 
population; foreign whites constitute 9 per cent.; colored, 
including negroes and mixed, 32 per cent., while the 
Chinese make less than 1 per cent. of the population. 
The foreign-born element, as in the United- States, con- 
gregates mostly in the cities; nearly one-third of the 
total foreign-born population is in Havana. Wighty- 
three per cent. of the _—— is Cuban, 1 per cent. 
claims Spanish citizenship and 11 per cent. had not de- 
clared their intentions when the census was taken. 

Of the inhabitants, 63.9 per cent. (1,004,884) were 
unable to read; 2.1 per cent. (33,003) could read, but 
could not write; 32.7 per cent. (514,340) could write, 
but had no superior education, and 1.2 per cent. had 
superior education—19,158 in number. Two persons in 
Cuba out of every fifteen are illegitimate. e tables 
of occupations will open the eyes of those who imagine 
that all Cubans either produce sugar or tobacco, or 
make cigars. There are 89 actors and 18 actresses on 
the island; 29 of the actors are colored. There are 162 
architects, 8 of them colored, and 241 artists, 283 clergy- 
men, 4 of them colored; 245 journalists, 17 being colored: 
15 piano-makers and 255 watch-makers. 
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TRIBUTE TO WEST POINT. 


In a letter in the Nashville “American,” in answer to 
newspaper attacks on West Point, the Hon. George N. 
Tillman, brother of Professor Tillman, says: “The 
graduates of West Point hay» made our history glorious 
in every war in which we have been engaged. When the 
war of 1812 began there were only sixty-five West 
Pointers, one-fourth of whom were killed and wounded, 
and one-fifth of the remainder were breveted for ‘dis- 
tinguished gallantry.’ In the Mexican War we had 
about 600 West Pointers in the Army and nearly as 
many in civil life anxious to serve and many of whom 
enlisted. Owing to this condition, and in spite of the 
political machinations at Washington, our small Army 
in less than a year and a half won thirty victories, cap- 
tured 4,000 prisoners, many fortified towns, and ex- 
tended our conquest over the immense territory of New 
Mexico and California. General Scott said about this 
war: ‘I give it as my fixed opinion that but for our 
gratluated cadets the war would have lasted four or five 
years, with, in its first half, more defeats than victories 
falling to our share.’ I wish I could give you a list of 
those graduates of West Point who have laid down their 
lives in obscure Indian wars, and who, in various ways 
in their simple performance of duty, with no hope of 
appreciation on the part of their countrymen, far less of 
renown, have died at their posts. It is a very long 
list, I assure you. The people ought to stand by West 
Point. It is their school. In this age of selfishness and 
greed for money and political ambition there is one 
place where the heroic standard is still held aloft.” 


LATEST FROM MANILA. 


Reports from General Kobbe show that vigorous cam- 
paigning is being carried on in the island of Mindanao. 
The 28th and 40th Vol. Inf. have been clearing the 
country in the vicinity of Cagayan and Santa Ana. They 
burned the main stronghold of the insurgents at Maca- 
jambus, which was fortified with stone breastworks, 
a nine-foot bamboo palisade and spear traps. It was 
here that nine Americans were killed last yvune. In 
the recent fighting two officers and eight men of the 
{0th were wounded. A strategic position at Talacac 
has been destroyed, together with a powder factory. 
Major Valez, the second rebel commander, was cap- 
tured. 

When 30 of the Filipino leaders who were ordered 
deported to the Island of Guam were placed on van. 
15 on the transport Rosecranz, scheduled to sail the 
next day, their families and friends accompanied them 
to the Luneta wharf, where they bade them a sad 
farewell. The prisoners were unmoved. 

Capt. Joseph P. O'Neil of the 25th Inf. reports that 
he has had a conference at San Antonio with the lead- 
ing citizens of the Province of Zambales. The citizens 
unanimously resolved to send an ultimatum to the insur- 
















gents notifying them that, owing to the strict observ- ; 


ance by the American army of the provisions of Gen.

CLOSE OF THE BOOZ INQUIRY. 


The House Committee closed its hazing investigation 
on Jan. 24 by the examination in Washington of former 
Cadet F. H. Cunningham, now a teacher in Hamilton 
Institute, New York City. Much of his testimony dealt 
with the hazing of Cadet MacArthur, which had alteady 
been dwelt upon by previous witnesses, 

“What offence did MacArthur commit to subject him 
to hazing?” asked Representative Smith. 

“His offence was ing the son of General Mac- 
Arthur.” 

MacArthur had never boasted of his parentage, wit- 
ness said, and no upper class man ever complained that 
he exhibited undue pride. 

From the farewell remarks of Colonel Dick at West 
Point it can safely be said that the officers in charge 
of the Academy will fare well in the committee's report, 
which should be ready in a few da Other points 
the report will undoubtedly cover will be the lack of 
evidence connecting Booz’s death with his Academy 
hazing, the need of Congressional action to put an end 
to hazing at West Point and the unwillingness of the 
committee to make any recommendations touching the 
punishment of cadets who have testified. As we have 
already shown the aversion of the War Department to 
taking any advantage of the cadets’ frankness in their 
testimony and the legal exemption from punishment 
granted witnesses before Congressional committees will 
operate to leave the cadets untouched. 


THE LIEUTENANT GENERAL. 

Gossip is already busy, we see over the possi- 
bility, under the new bill for the reorganization of the 
Army, that General Miles may be supplanted as the 
commanding officer of the Army. articles appearing 
in the daily papers during the past week indicate that 
the press correspondents are thoroughly informed in 
regard to the intentions of the Administration in this 
respect, and that the matter of making the most im- 
portant annointment under the bill has been already 
detinitely decided upon by the ‘Kitchen Cabinet.” It 
is true that the President is given authority by the 
Army reorganization bill to appoint any officer he may 
see fit to the grade of Lieutenant General, for General 
Miles holds that ade now only in his capacity as 
the senior Major General of the Army, and, in point 
of fact, a commission of Lieutenant General has never 
been issued to him. 

The new bill for the reorganization of the Army, for 
the first time in the history of our Army, provides that 
the “Army of the United States shall include one 
lieutenant general,’”’ which is held to mean that the 
President may give the billet to any officer as he 
may see fit, and_there appears to be an intention to 
dispute the title General Miles has to this appointment 
by virtue of seniority and his long and distinguished 
services. Telegrams and letters by the score have 
during the past week been received by the Secretary 
of War and other officers in authority, requesting that 
influence be brought to bear to secure the position for 
General Otis or for General Brooke. The name of 
General Chaffee was also mentioned by many in con- 
nection with the billet, but as he is not yet a Brigadier 
General in the Regular Service, such suggestions are 
a little premature.

At the barrio 
of Rio Chico, were encountered about 100 insurgents 
advantageously posted on the opposite bank of the river. 
The brush was so thick the Americans could neither 
fight mounted nor flank them on their position and so 
had to charge straight across the river, which was very 
swift, in the face of a hot fire. Their cover was 80 
good that the attacking party were not able to inflict 
much loss but when they gave way, they left four killed 
including a lieutenant and one wound Our loss was 
two men, 4th Cav., wounded. 

Sergt. John Atchison of F Bat., 6th Art., captured 
an insurgent colonel on Nov. 14 at Manila. The capture 
reflects great credit on the sergeant. There were about 
fifty Filipinos in the house when the colonel was located 
and they did not appear to be willing to let the colonel 
go. The sergeant went right in after him regardless of 
the crowd and dragged his prisoner out into the street. 

In the expedition on the island of Panay to-destroy 
the stronghold of General Fullon some weeks ago there 
was much fighting and heavy marching. Capt. 8. Burk- 
hardt, 19th Inf., had 40 mounted men and Captain 
Bissell, of the 44th Vol. Inf., had 42, and left the town 
of Colosi. In crossing the Dalanos River the roaring 
torrent swept the saddles from the horses’ backs, ac- 
cording to one account. A fight with the sentinels in 
which two were killed sent the insurgents flying into the 
mountains. A native guided the Americans to the 
stronghold, which was so cleverly located in a thick 
jungle that one might have passed within a few feet 
of it and not have seen it. ere was found as com- 
plete an outfit for the manufacture of ammunition as 
money could buy. All the delicate instruments for the 
manufacture and reloading of ball cartridges were there. 
Ten thousand rounds of cartridges ready for bullets, 
five thousand rounds of new ammunition, several bushels 
of saltpetre, several thousand bullets and any quantity 
of empt shells were all thrown into the deep, swift 
stream, While the destruction was proceeding the rebels 
had gathered on the hills commanding the spot, and were 
about to begin operations when Capt. Burkhardt, who 
had got his men on a hill, opened on them and kept up so 
accurate a fire that attempts to save their arsenal by the 
insurgents were futile. The entire force then returned 
to Tibiao, camping there over night, and next day reach- 
ing Colosi. ack in June Captain Burkhardt and 
Lieuts. Feeter and Shaw administered so crushing a 
defeat to Fullon’s men that they did not gather enough 
strength to be troublesome till nearly six months later. 

The steamer Don Carlos, which arrived at Zamboanga, 
Island of Mindanao, on Dec. 6, brougnt the news of a 
cold-blooded murded by a Moro at Cottabato, the victim 
being Private Olive Harter, of B Co., 3ist Vol. Inf. 
Three men from Co. B, 31st Inf., which is stationed at 
Cottabato with Cos. A and C, under command of Major 
Brett, went for a trip up the river a few miles on pass. 
They had landed and were sitting on a log on the river 
bank rolling cigarettes, five Moros standing in front of 
them a few yards off. The three soldiers were quietly 
conversing and smoking, when one of the Moros walked 
round behind them and before they realized what had 
happened he had drawn his bolo and aimed a fic 
blow at the back of Private Harter’s neck, the force 
of which completely severed the head from the body. 
One of the other Moros standing oF seeing what had 
happened, immediately picked up a mington rifle and 
fired at the murderer, killing him, thus venting him 
doing any harm to the other two soldiers. Private 
Harter was only 18 years of age. His home was at 
Sidney, Ohio, and he enlisted at Fort Thomas, Ky.

by the tactics of peace, and to-day the whole province 
bears the impress of tranquillity and well-being. This 
pro is due riactpelly to the true paternal interest 
which Colonel Pettit, governor of the province, has for 
all. Few governors unite in themselves the qualities 
which characterize Colonel Pettit; vast intelligence, en- 
ergetic will, loving towards the weak and inflexible with 
the strong, he attends to all and settles any question 
with a rapidity which astonishes, and a justice which de- 
monstrates the power of his genius.”

The article entitled ‘“‘Four Legs Instead of Two,” 
contributed to the November -‘Forum” by A. Maurice 
Low, though promulgating a theory that is fast be- 
coming axiomatic, contains ideas that may be ques- 
tioned, and, indeed, refuted. Mr. Low, in considering 
the great necessity for, and importance of, mobility in 
an army, advocates mounted infantry, and gives many 
excellent reasons illustrating the benefits that would re- 
sult should this type of organization be adopted. Af- 
ter likening the modern infantryman to a beast of bur- 
den, carrying as he does a load of some 60 pounds, and 
showing how depressing, how devitalizing a march un- 
der this pack must be, how “nine times out of ten in- 
fantry are sent into action with their nerves unstrung, 
simply because they have been broken down by 
strain which has been put upon them,” he suggests as 
a remedy that this arm be mounted. 

Few, if any, will dispute Mr. Low’s ideas on the great 
advantages that mounted infantry may have over dis- 
mounted—the point has too often and too well been 
proved recently in South Africa—but fewer still will 
admit that the conversion of the one to the other is so 
simple a matter as the following extract, quoted from 
his article would seem to indicate: 

“It must be understood that I clearly differentiate be- 
tween mounted infantry and cavalry. The infantry 
will still be infantry, although they are mounted; and 
the sole object in mounting them will be to provide them 
with a means of transport Instead of carry- 
ing 60 pounds about their persons, this weight will be 
carried by their horses. Instead of making, say, ten 
miles a day with great fatigue, great bodily discom- 
fort, great depression of spirits, they will be able to 
make from two to three times that distamce . . . 
The mounted infantryman will not be a cavalryman in 
any sense of the word. He will be armed as he now 
is, with a rifle; he will be trained as he now is, to fight 
- foot; the infantry tactics will be the only tactics he 
ROWE... nt 

On paper the scheme seems very plausible, indeed, 
very simple. It would be otherwise in practice. A 
regiment of aecuaery mounted and knowing no tactics 
other than those belonging to that arm would be sadly 
handicapped when manoeuvring, or rather trying to 
manveuvre, for a position. The moving of the led hors- 
es, a feat that requires no little training, and more than 
passing skill in horsemanship on the part of the men 
remaining mounted to execute it, would be a very diffi- 
cult task; a well organized body of cavalry might here 
cause serious embarrassment. 

More important still is the question of knowing how 
to ride and how to care for a horse. Without thorough 
and long-continued training in horsemanship how many 
days, making 20 miles a day, could a body of mounted 
infantry travel? They would be doing well if at the 
end of 10 days not more than 50 per cent. had dropped 
behind because of sore-backed horses.

Chester Holcombe, for many years interpreter, secre- 
tary of legation, and acting Minister of the United 
States at Pekin, in a volume published by Dodd, Mead 
and Company, New York, discusses “The Real Chinese 
Question,” not, it is stated, by way of apology or de- 
fense of the Chinese, but in an attempt to state facts 
without exaggeration.

A work on “Mechanical Traction in War for Road 
Transport,” with notes on automobiles generally, by 
Lieut. Col. Otfried Layriz of the German oe A as 
been translated by R. B. Marston and published in this 
country by the J. B. Lippincott Company, Philadelphia. 
With its many illustrations, it gives an interesting and 
very complete account of a means of mechanical trans- 
port which has already become worthy of serious con- 
sideration. The frontispiece and several of the other 
plates show the traction engine as used in South Africa. 

Gale & Polden, of London, publish an “ Diary 
and Pocket Book” which contains much information of 
value to the British soldier and to the student of niili- 
tary matters. An excellent idea is the mention through- 
out the diary on the day of their occurrence of the 
names of battles noted in British annals. “Soldiers 
Training and Other Notes,” by ey H. de B. Hovell, 
of the Worcestershire regiment, the 
same house. Many of these observations written

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WILL INCINERATION SOLVE THE TYPHOID 
PROBLEM? 


More than a year ago we made editorial mention of 
the incinerators for camp use which the New York 
State troops had used with good results at the State 
camp as substitutes for sinks, and pointed out the value 
of burning as a safeguard against contamination of the 
soil and the propagation of fever germs. These incin- 
erators were brought to the attention of the New York 
State authorities through Major William G. Bissell, 
Surgeon, 74th New York. The first trial of these in- 
cinerators was in the summer of 1899 at Peekskill, N. 
Y. In May, 1899, Dr. Bissell sent a circular letter to 
experienced sanitarians in this country and Europe, 
asking for ideas on the subject of the disposal by incin- 
eration of excrement and garbage, in connection with 
an offer by New York State of an opportunity for ex- 
tended experiments, Of the many who replied Dr. 
Bissell credits Dr. Albert H. Gihon, retired medical 
director of the U. 8. Navy, with making the only really 


practical suggestion, referring to an incinerator he had 
seen in Buffalo a few years before. The State decided 
to experiment along the lines of this device. Wagons 
were built for the transportation of these incinerators, 
1 of which go on one wagon. 

ncineration was accomplished daily during a period 
of one month at the State camp of 1900. Bustee the 
greater part of this time little or no odor was per- 
ceptible, notwithstanding the fact that in many instances 
the climatic conditions were most unfavorable. The 
fuel used was unseasoned wood, mostly birch, with some 
oak, and was not such as would furnish the hottest fires 
with a large flame. Failure to incinerate was never 
experienced, but in several instances some odor was 
noticeable, this being occasioned when the flame was 
not sufficient to carbonize the gases as they repassed 
through the fire pit. 

In order to incinerate without odor it is necessary to 
have a quick, live flame, and it was found that the ap- 
plication of a small amount of tar or oil would ma- 
terially assist in this connection. Soft pine wood was 
found to be the best fuel. When odor did occur dur- 
ing the destructive process it was never sufficient to 
offer a serious objection to the use of incinerators, 
as it lasted but a short time and never equalled that 
which is experienced during the use of an old earth 
sink. It was decided that for a regiment of six hun- 
dred men about four wagons, furnishing thirty-two in- 
cinerators, would be required for the necessary daily 
incineration. 

In August, 1900, the 65th Regiment, N. G. N. Y., 
effectually incinerated for over five hundred men during 
a tour of field service of seven days by the use of two 
wagons, each containing eight incinerators, and in an 
official report Major Albert H. Briggs, Surgeon, who 
during the Spanish-American War was the sanitary in- 
spector of the Second Army UWorps, is quoted by Dr. 

issell as stating: “It is my opinion it (the incinerator) 
is the only proper way to dispose of excrement in 
camps. I think it would suppress if present and prevent 
the outbreak of typhoid fever, cholera, etc.” 

Capt. Henry G. Lyon, 22d Inf., after his tour of duty 
at the State camp, wrote under date of July 3, 1900, 
that the incinerators had his “unqualitied approval” and 
that he believed the method “an excellent one to adopt, 
especially for large or permanent camns or camps of 
mobilization.” Captain Lyon said that he had ob- 
served the operation of the incinerators, both stationary 
and movable, under nearly every imaginable condition, 
and that their work was satisfactory. 

Lieut. Col. A. H. Lee, Military Attache of the British 
Embassy, wrote from Washington on Aug. 22, 1900, 


a 





to say that the attention of the British War Office 
had been called to the incinerators and that the Direc- 
tor General of Ordnance in ion was anxious to 
obtain an incinerator for trial. Colonel Lee was a 
visitor to the New York camp in 1899, and also ac- 
companied the American Army in the Cuban campaign, 
where he saw the ravages of fever. 

Army sanitarians who wish to see the question thor- 
oughly discussed will find an article on incinerators by 
Dr. Bissell in the New York “Medical Review” of Nov. 
3, with illustrations and diagrams showing how the 
machine works. 


GROWTH OF PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


Writing of “The Growth of Public Expenditures” in 
the January “Atlantic,” Charles A. Conant elucidates 
one of the most striking phenomena of modern public 
finance, and shows how burdens of taxation amounting 
to many times the amount which drove our British an- 
cestors to take arms against the Stuarts in the seven- 





teenth century, or which impoverished France before . 


the Revolution, are now borne almost without a mur- 
mur by the people of every civilized state. This is 
brought about in part from the fact that among the 
subjects of Federal expenditure are many which con- 
tribute to the promotion of commerce. 

In the United States, for example, in 1860 one finds 
under the War Department the trifling item, “‘Improve- 
ment of rivers, harbors, etc., $221,973.” This may not 
have been an entirely representative year in such ex- 
penditures, but it was pointed out by President Arthur, 
in his message vetoing the appropriation of 1882, that 
the appropriations were only $3,975,000 in 1870, and 
$8,976,500 in 1880. The appropriation proposed in 
1882, which aroused so much resentment throughout 


the country, was $18,743,875. The work of river and .- 


harbor improvement has since then received a wonderful 
extension, and has been made the subject of continuing 
contracts instead of casual appropriations from year to 
year. The net disbusements by warrants for the fiscal 
year 1898 were $20,785,049, and for 1899 $16,082,357. 
This is only a small part, moreover, of the appropria- 
tions now made for the promotion of commerce. 

The lighthouse establishment, which called for $835,- 
373 in 1860 and $1,767,515 in 1874, received $3,118,- 
833 in 1899. While these figures are small, they repre- 
sent an increase of 300 per cent. within forty years, and 
nearly 100 per cent. within the present generation. 

As to pensions, the largest amount paid up to the 
Civi] War was in 1820, when $3,208,376 was distributed. 
The country then had a population of a little less than 
ten millions, so that the pension charge per capita was 
about 35 cents. This charge rose in the fiscal year 1885 
to $56,102,267, which was about $1 for each inhabitant 
of the United States, or about $5 for the average fam- 
ily. The progress of fifteen years raised the pension ex- 
penciture for the fiscal year 1900 to $140,875,992. This 
is not much less than $2 per capita, or more than the 
cost of the Federal Government for all purposes (bar- 
ring one year of the Mexican War) down almost to 1860. 
If the costs of the military and naval establishment 
last year were added to the expenditure for pensions, the 
burden upon the American people for these objects was 
avout $4.40 per head, or very close to the entire mili- 
tary and naval expenditure of the Empire of Napoleon 
when he was leading the “Grand Army” of 600,000 men 
to its death amid the snows of Russia. 

Mr. Conant says: “The increase of public expendi- 
tures has not prevented saving by the masses at a rate 
never before approached in the world’s history. Nor 
have the wealthier classes borne the new burden of 
taxation at the expense of continued progress. Great 
as it has been, it has by no means kept pace with the 


increase of social wealth above the subsistence point 
but has taken a fraction of these great resources inj 
sought to apply it to those improvements in social eo)- 
dition which can be best provided through state action. 
Modern social development, opening new means of con. 
fort and luxury on e hand to the mass of men 
would be strangely one-sided if it left the functions of 
the state shut within the parsimonious limits of a cep. 
tury ago, or even a generation ago.” 
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A correspondent of the New York “Sun” in Pekjy 
cables that a question of precedence between Fielq 
Marshal Count von Waldersee and Dr. Mumm yop 
Schwartzenstein, the German Minister, has been creat- 
ing considerable stir. Because of it the Minister has 
never invited Count von Waldersee to the public alt 
ners at the German Legation, and neither of them ha\ 
attended the dinners given by other Ministers. Tho ' 
first break occurred about the middle of December, when 
Mr. Squiers, Secretary of the American Legation, in- 
vited a number of Ministers to a dinner. The question 
of precedence between the military and diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of Germany was referred to them before 
the invitations were issued. The Russian and Spanish 
Ministers agreed that Count von Waldersee should 
have the place of honor. Dr. Mumm von Schwartzen- 
stein did not attend the dinner. On Dec. 26 Sir Ernest 
Satow, the British Minister issued invitations for a din- 
ner on Dec. 30, at which Count von Waldersee was to 
eed to a toast, but Dr. von Schwartzenstein was not 
invited.

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ul NEW SPECIES OF MOUNTAIN SHEEP. 
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Accompanying the fifth annual report of the New 
York Zoolegical Society is a descfiption of a new 
species of mountain sheep by William T. Hornaday, the 
managing director of that institution. It is, he tells us, 
“a species absolutely new to science and so strikingly - 
differentiated as to render its title to independent speci- 
fic rank beyond question.” It is founu in the snowy 
mountains of the Klondike region and, as Mr. Horna- 
day says, “it is remarkable that an animal so large and 
handsome, and so strangely marked that its separate 
identity must be recognizable at a considerable distance, 
should remain in North America undiscovered, and even 
qnheard of, until the closing year of the nineteenth 
century. It is strange, indeed, that for so many years 
it has escaped the vigilant eyes of the Hudson Bay Fur 
Company and its grand army of hunters and trappers.” 
This is the handsomest and most striking in color mark- 
ings of all the well known species of the genus ovis. 
The entire head and neck, breast, abdomen, inside of 
forelegs and rump patch for four inches above insertion 
of tall, snow white. Entire body, except as above, 
brownish gray, giving the appearance of a white animal 
covered by a gray blanket. n the outside of the thigh 
the gray color grows paler as it descends, until at t 
back joint it fades out entirely. The posterior edge of 
the thigh is white. The lower portion of the mner 
surface of the thigh partakes of the gray body color, but 
is somewhat paler. 

“(Conspicuous bands of dark brown extend down the 
front edge of the thigh and down the front of the fore- 
leg from knee to hoof. The tail is much darker than the 
body, and the white rump patch smaller than in the 
Ovis mountana and its hair is finer and softer, inclining 
to shagginess on the neck and abdomen, ne that of the 
mountain goat. Possibly some of our reauers who are 
familiar with the fauna of the Northwest may have 
met with this animal.
